AFTER  ui  abMnce  of  over  four  ye»r«, , 
Rtt.  Robert  mob)  WaiH  who  hat 
born  rinlne  missinnary  wnrk  among 
the  Indians  in  the  Yukon  Territories,  re- 
turned to  visit  his  family  here  In  Victoria 
at  I7f7  Imerson  Avrnue.  Mr.  Ward,  who 
at  opp  time  a  Colonist  carrier  boy, 
dropped  Into  the  offlce  to  renew  old  ac- 
quaintances and,  on  being  questioned, 
Illustrated  the  va«t  rhaiiRr  in  manner  of 
living  that  there  Is  between  the  Yukon 
and  when  working  tci  this  newspaper 
and  KvinK  In  Victoria. 

With  hla  headquarters  at  Fort  Selkirk, 
on  the  Yukon  River.  Mr.  Ward  Is  provided 
With  a  nicely  furnishrd  Iok  cabin  as  a 
vlcaraRp.  "  Over  a  hundri  d  :  rars  old.  the 
cabin  Is  chinked  with  clay  .md  mud.  re- 
maining flrn  until  even  now.  and  afTord- 
Ing  a  snug  retrmt,  at  surh  times  as  he 
may  use  It.  But  with  his  dustrlcl  stretcti- 
Ing  akmg  the  Yukon  River,  from  Lower 
Labarge  to  the  out«klrt.s  nf  Dawson,  •  Bob" 
Ward  has  little  time  to  spend  in  Fort 
Selkirk. 

Once  «r  twice  each  year  Mr.  Ward 
makes  a  rnmpiele  trip  over  his  entire 
parish, .  taking  three  or  four  months  to 
aeeompHih.  atartlBg  from  Fort  Selkirk, 
the  mlni.ster  is  taken  upstream  on  one  of 
the  stern-wheel  paddle  wheelers  that  ply 
the  riter./brtnglni  with  him  aU  his  equip- 
ment and  canor.  Once  arrived  at  "Lower 
.I^rge.  and  alter  holding  his  service  and 
aehool  there  as  long  as  time  perftilta.  he 

simply  paeka  his  durne  into  his  canoe 
and  drifts  flownstream  with  the  current 
until  he  reaches  the  next  settlement,  of 
Indians  or  whites,  which  will  Justify  set- 
ting up  his  school.  A  few  weeks  will  be 
•pent  with  them,  and  then  Rev.  Ward 
tfrlfti  on  to  another  colony  along  the 
river,  where  th?  procedure  is  repeated. 

Carrying  only  a  tent  and  a  couple  of 
tent-fllee  In  the  way  ot  ahelter,  the  mln* 
later  ofllclates  at  hla  combined  school  and 
Church  under  canvas,  with  his  pupils 
varying  In  age  from  sixteen  to  ehity.  and. 
including  Indians  and  whites.  •  Evm  .  - 
pupils  In  city  schools,"  said  Rev.  Ward, 
"there  are  dullards  and  'bright  boys,'  btit 
it  la  aomewhat  startling  at  Arst  to  note 
the  person  wearing  the  'dunce'  cap  Is  old 
enough  to  be  your  latl>er/'

Transport  Difficulties 

ALTHOUGH  there  is  a  highway  that 
leads  into  Yukon  Territory,  intendant 
to  facilitate  transportation  between  the 
towns  of -the  district.  It  is  barely  usable 
even  In  Winter.  Built  ove^  muekeff,  only 
whrn  the  pround  is  frozen  hard  Is  the  road 
usabk,  and  then  it  Is  usually  snow-fliled. 
Transportation  In  the  Territories  Is  con- 
fined t(i  U\r  1  inploymrnt  of  age-old  facil- 
ities and  the  plane.  Boats  of  all  kinds, 
dog  teams,  the  airplane,  and  a  fairly  re- 
cent innnvatiMH.  the  "cat"  train,  are  the 
major  means  of  transportation. 

Boats  are  of  various  standard  type.«(. 
Starting  from  the  canoe,  the  primary 
means  of  transport  in  the  country,  the 
next  in  the  steps  upward  Is  the  inboard 
gas  boat.  This  may  vary  in  ler^h  and 
shape,  but  one  peculiarity  rommon  to  all 
gas  boats  that  travel  tlie  .£lver  over  any 
dlatanee  la  the  odd,  high-turned  prow 
that  projecl.-;  over  the  water  In  .such  a 
manner  and  in  such  an  easy  slope  it  acl^ 
aa  a  gangway  to  the  shore,  over  the  mud 
with  which  all  the  rivers  in  the  district 
seem  bordered.  And  the  final  step  in 
water  transport  is  the  peddle-whiecl 
steamer.  With  Its  huge  paddle  wheel 
churninK  at  the  stem,  the  boat  Is  indeed 
highly  reminiscent  of  the  Mississippi 
steamer,  after  which  it  wa.s  modeled  Iti 
shallow  draught  is  Ideal  for  the  northern 
rivers,  that  are  alternately  extrernew 
rtliBnw  and  very  deep.   Mavliattaf  the 


rapl<li  and  fast  waters  of  the  rivers,  the 
boat  ii  ideal  for  northern  apvlfaUon, 
being  readlljr  eantrolled  and  easily  re-

In  taking  the 
boat  to  Daw.<»on.  therefore,  I  was  the  Is.'t 
aboard.  And  no  sooner  did  I.  the  fifth 
minister,  board  the  boat  than  apparently

In  the  next  rapid.s  U  came  to  The  water 
waa  only  some  eight  to  ten  feet  deep,  eo 
no  danger  was  Incurred  by  the  pa-s-sengers 
In  sinking,  the  back  of  the  boat  broke, 
and  the  bow  swinging  upward,  forming  a 
miniature  breakwater,  turning  the  full 
sweep  of  the  current  to  either  side.  It

Queeriy  enough,  ever  after  that,  I  ap- 
parently 'Jinxed'  the  boat  that  was  run 
In  the  place  of  the  one  that  sank  Th.it 
is,  until  this  year,  when  I  fVnally  managed 
ur  make  the  trip  out  without  anything 


the  crew  salw  me  waiting  to  get  on.  they 
would  sadly  unpack  their  clothes  again 
and  prepare  for  a  long  trip.  Bomefhlng 
was  sure  to  happen.

A  fairly  new  addition  to  travel, la  the 
North  In  Winter  is  the  "cat"  train.  This 
Is  a  train  of  several  large  sleds  fhat  are 
pulled  by  a  caterpillar  tractor  along  the 
frosen  river  surface  and  acfose.Uikea.'  It 
Is  a  slow,  miserable,  bitterly  cold  way  in 
whirh  to  travel,  but  fairly  certain  of  at- 
taining one's  destination.  Once  ftarted, 
the  'cat"  never  stops  until  the  goal  Is 
reached,  traveling  all  night  with  Its  huge 
headlights  piercing  the  darkness  ahead, 
and  ail  di^  with  its  crew  waUdng  alongside 
to  keep  warm 

In  the  late  Spring  and  early  Fall  U  tl.e 
pcrilojis  time  for  the  "cata."  Then  the  Ice 
Is  liable  to  have  unnoticed  weak  spots  In  ^ 
It.  It  was  for  that  reason  the  enclosed 
cabs  on  thO  *cats"  were  abanduund,  as 
when  a  weak  spot  is  found  In  the  Ice  by 
the  tractor  no  notire  i.>  given,  but  thf 
entire  equippage  sinks  to  the  bottom,  with 
the  driver  formerly  trapped  inside  the 
tab  with  no  chance  to  Jrmp  clear  Now 
small  huts  are  carried  on  the  last  sled,*, 
like  cabooees.  whciu  alternate  drtvora  may 
warm  up  altorJUotCoftMag  ihlft  hohtnd 
the  engine. 

Should  the  ti'aetor  sink  through  the  ice 
to  the  bottom  of  the  lake  or  ftvtr.  it  la 
not  abandoned.  A  line  l«  Immedtate'y 
made  fast  to  it  and  it  Is  winched  back  up 
on  to  the  ice.  There  it  le  dianmbted,

BOTH  these  f)pinlon.i  are  understand- 
able; yet  both  are  based  on  the  same 
profound  mistake.  World  tragedy,  or 
world  triumph,  is  only  an  abstraction,  a 
mo'lac  pattern  made  up  of  the  Individual 
Joy.s  and  sorrows  of  countless  human  be- 
ings. These  Indlvldnal  Joys  and  sorrow! 
are  no  le.s.s  important  In  time  of  war  than 
in  time  of  peace;  and  indeed  in  this  par* 
ttcular  war  they  have  acquired  a  height* 
'ened  .significance  For  In  this  war,  above 
all,  we  are  fighting  for  the  rights  of  the 
individual  against  the  tyranny  of  the  state 
machine;  for  freedom  of  opinion  against 
dictated  beliefs,  for  freedom  of  speech 
against  compulsory  parrot-cries,  for  free- 
dom of  feeling  against  the  emotions  in« 
duced  by  mass  hypnotism  In  ord^r  to  de- 
fend these  things  It  is  necassary  that  for 
the  time  being  we  should  forgo  many  at 
them.  Willingly,  and  with  complete 
understanding  of  the  reason  for  it.  we 
restrict  oarselvee  ki  speeeh.  In  travel  In 
the  things  we  eat.  the  things  we  wear,  the 
things  we  plant  In  our  garderu.  But. 
whatever  happens,  we  must  not  restrict 
our  capacity  for  delight  and  grief.  For 
this  Is  the  only  thing  that  keeps  us  human 
among  all  the  Inhunsanltlee  of  war,  this 
is  our  life-line,  which  WW  one  day  haid 
us  back  again  from  these  monster- 
haunted  depths  to  the  world  of  light  and 
sanity  which  we  asid  to  know.

Then  came  the  war, 
and  the  health  of  the  German  civilian 
suffered  from  the  condition  of  semi -star- 
vation which  their  leaders  had  brought 
upon  tiiem.  After  peace  was  declared. 
Germany  resumed  her  >j!ace  In  the  lead- 
ership of  all  branches  of  science  and  In 
movements  for  the  betterment  of  human 


In  the  universities,  cases  of  heart  dis- 
ease among  the  students  have  lAcreased 
alarmbigly.  Plve  years  ago,  the  number 
of  those  unfit  for  physical  work  was  20 
per  cent,  by  1937  it  had  risen  to  50  per 
cent. 

School  age  In  Nazi  Gf  rniaiiy  has  been 
lowered.  By  1937  child  labor  was  allowed 
"In  the  homes"  from  the  age  of  ten  years. 
Boys  and  Kirls  entered  mines  and  factories 
at  fourteen.  Since  the  present  war  began 
all  these  adverse '  condition*  have  been 
Intensified.

Treatment  of  Women

The  Increased  number 
of  in  irrird  women  employed  In  factories 
had  become  a  noticeable  feature  of  Nazi 
Germany  even  In  1937.  By  that  time,  too, 
the  eight-hour  day  had  given  place  to 
the  ten  to  fourteen- hour  day  and  seven - 
day  week.  Germany  now  has  more  women 
workeub<lhan  any  f)ther  civilized  country. 
'  Bearing  in  mmd  Nazism's  claims  to  have 
brought  health  and  happiness  to  the  Ger- 
man people,  the  outside  world  Is  entitled 
to  ask  for  proof  In  actual  facts  rather 
than  In  assertion.  Here  are  some'  of  the 
"proofs"

Au- 
thority for  them  is  the  recently  published 
work,  "Hell  Hunger, "  by  Dr.  Martin  Gum- 
pert,  former  Lead  of  Berlin  Dispensary  for 
Deformity  Diseases 

Childhood  Diseases 

RlCl-CETS,  a  disease  arising  from  lacii 
of  nutrition.  Is  decreasing  In  all  civi- 
lized countries.  In  Clermany  it  Is  Increas- 
ing at  an  appalling  rate.  In  various  Ger- 
man cities,  the  percehUge  of  chUdrc. 
f-howiiiK  .^yinptom.s  of  rickets  Ic  anywhere 
from  55  to  96  per  cent. 

Scarlet  fever  had  gone  up  from  79.830 
cases  In  1933  to  117.544  In  1937. 

Dlptherla  cases  had   Increased  from 
77.340  m  1933,  to  146,733  In  1987. 

Infantile  paralysis  and  spinal  menin- 
gitis have  kept  pace  with  all  other  chUd- 
hood  diseases  In  their  Increase  since  Hitler 
came  to  power,  since  rickets  and  other 
complaints  leave  the  little  sufferer  open  to 
attacks  of  dangerous  diseases  in  later  life,  . 
it  Is  interesting  to  learn  how  the  Nazis 
treat— 

Tuberculosis 

THE  official  dictum  on  the  subject  says: 
"It  Is  neee.s.sary  to  harne.ss  the  labor 
power  of  the  tubercular  by  appropriate 
Integration  with  the  Labor  Pront.  The 
basic  principles  for  the  tot alit  ii  i  in  com- 
bating of  tuberculosis  are,  maintaining 
the  working  capacity  of  the  tubercular, 
and  the  ruthless  elimination  of  all  anti> 
social  tuberculars. " 

In  other  word«:  "No  more  sanitaria.  All 
tuberculars  to  be  placed  m  l.ibor  camps 
and  worked  to  deaUi:,  Those  who  become 
unable  to  work  to  Be  'eliminated'  more 
violently  and  directly  " 

And  in  spite  of  this  way  of  stamping 
out  the  dl8ea.<«e,  Germany  Is  among  the 
few  countries  m  which  tuberculosl.«!  i.s  dii 
the  Increase.  She  has  more  than  1.500.000 
cases  today. 

How  German  Workers  Eat 

ONE  reason  for  Germany's  failure  to* 
eradicate  tuberculosis  by  the  simple 
method  of  ruthless  elimination "  is  the 
deterioration  of  the  German  diet.  Before 
1914,  the  average  German  con.sumed  about 
8,386  6aV>i'ic*  *■  df^y-  Recent  statistics  show 
that  the  average  in  1W7  was  only  a,41S 
calories  a  day  A  drop  of  972  calories 
dally.  Since  tliat  time  it  has  dropped  still 
lower. 

Very  little  megt  now  Is  available  to  the 
worker,  and  what  there  Is  is  of  Inferior 
quality— sometimes  unfit  for  human  food. 
The  result  Is  that  dysentery  ha.s  gone  up 
300  per  cent!  There  Is  a  shortage  of  sucii 
things  as  butter,  fats.  eggs,  potatoes  and 
fresh  fruit.  Yea.'it  Is  made  from  wood  and 
•coffee'  from  oats.  Fish  protein  and 
mineral  oils  are  used  In  cooking.  Land 
formerly. devoted  to  agriculture  has  been 
given  over  to  bar  tacks,  airdromes  and 
drill  grounds. 

Calories,  of  course,  are  only  one  phase 
of  this  question  of  malnutrition.  The  loss 
of  the  even  more  important  proteins,  min- 
eral salts  and  vltamln.5,  as  a  result  of  eat- 
ing sawdust  bread,  cual-tar  chooolate  and 
■imUar  "iuper-Ariran"  fUt^  li  inestlmaMe. 

Care  of  the  Chil^ 

HITLnt.  a  bachelor,  is  alternately  lyri- 
cal and  hysterical  concerning  the 
need  for  more  sons  for  the  Fatherland. 
That  he  Is  utterly  callous  as  to  the  hap- 
piness of  these  much  needed  children  Is 
not  surprising,  but  that  he  is  not  even 
Intelligent  in  his  treatment  of  theol  only 
from  the  standpoint  of  future  cannon 
fodder  Is  shown  by  some  of  the  state- 
ments of  Doctor  Oumpert: 

All  children  belong  to  Nazi  youth  or- 
ganlzatloiis  from  their  sixth  year  on.  The 
premature  exwtions  of  the  long  marches 
and  military  exercl.<?es  undermine  the 
growing  organisms  and  contribute  to  the 
hank  defonnltles  whleh  begin  with  rtckeu. 

A  Nazi  doctor  Jiays:  "More  than  70  per 
cent  of  th^  youth  of  both  sexes  have 
splayed*  twisted  or  flat  feet.  The  frightful 
extent  to  which  foot  deformities  Interfere 
with  the  labor  and  military  capacity  of 
PM9I8  >■  iBMwn  10  onnr  doctor.** 


Consumption  of  wine  and  spirits  had 
doubled. 

Badly  needed  grains  had  been  sacrificed 
In  this  attempt  to  drug  and  befuddle  the 
people  mto  'happlne.sii." 

The  suicide  rate  in  Germany  is  almost 
as  high  as  for  all  the  rest  of  Europe  to- 
geiiM  r  and  about  four  times  that  of  the 
United  States. 

While  most  other  countries  have  shown 
n  decline  In  the  mortality  rate,  deaths  In 
Germany  have  Increased  by  80,000  a  year 
under  Hitler. 

In  1938,  only  55  per  cent  of  the  recruit,s 
called  up  for  military  duty  were  found  to 
be  fit  for  service.

home. 

"Communication  is  handled  very  well' 

m  the  country.  We  get  mail  at  least  once 
a  week  in  the  Winter  and  at  least  twice 
weekly  In  the  ,  Summer.  Previous  to  the 
war*'W-had  our  little  short  w.Tve  radio 
stations,  an({  there  is  always  the  tele- 
graph. 

But  every  time  I  see  that  small,  frail- 
looking  telegraph  wire  stretching  across 
the  wilds  of  the  coimtry,  I  am  reminded 
of  what  wa-s  my  worst  experience  in  the 
Yukon  district.  Even  now  sometimes  1 
will  wake  screaming  and  yelling,  and 
bathed  In  sweat,  dreaming  of  that  occur- 
rence. 

"It  so  happened  that  the  young  chap 
that  attend^  to  wire  maintenance  In  the 
district  was  going  out  to  make  repairs  in 
the  same  direction  I  was,  so  we  determined 
to  travel  together.-  Using  the  wire  re- 
pair man's  boat,  whfch  was  a  flat -bot- 
tomed aflair  with  a  shelV  at  the  back  at 
the  waterline,  used  In  employing  an  out- 
board motor,  we  started  out. 

"We  did  famously  until  we  reached  the 
Junction  of  another  river  and  the  Yukon. 
Half  way  acro.ss.  a  bad  storm  hit  us,  cut-' 
ting  out  the  motor  1'he  wind  took  us  In 
Its  gra.sp  and  swept  u$  back.  Now,  half 
way  acro.s.s  the  mouth  of  the  Joining  river 
there  was  a  sandbar.  But,  different  from 
the  usual  sandbar,  this  one  was  of  quick- 
sand. And  the  wind  swept  us  right  on  to 
this  sand. 

I  can  tell  you  the  exertions  we  under- 
went in  getting  off  that  awful  sand  were 
tirmcnflous  'Yelling  and  heaving  as  wc 
were.  It  was  doubtful Jhat  we  would  have 
gotten  free  had  not  IHe  stbrm  and  -wind 
let  up.  Even  then,  It  was  only  by  d;nt  of 
great  struggle  that  we  got  free.  When  wc 
reached  shore,  we  were  so  weslk  we  eol- 
inpsed  and  were  forced  to  camp  there 
overnight." 

Rev.  Robert  ^ard  has  gone  back  up  into 
the  hinterland,  the  Yukon,  for  another 
period  of  some  years.  Again  he  will  be 
Working  out  of  Port  Selkirk,  visiting  the 
Indians  and  the  Whites  In  his  territory; 
sometimes  acting  as  mihlster,  sometimes 
as  teacher  and  other  times  as  doctor.  But, 
though  there  are  only  thirteen  bulldlngn 
In  the  town.  Including  the  postofUce,  the 
police  station,  the  church,  the  telegraph 
ofBee  and  sdl  the  homes,  and  though  the 
population  be  only  fourteen  whites  and 
Indians.  Rev.  "Bob "  Ward  is  looking  for- 
ward to  anotber  period  of  years  with  the. 
people.        .  ■

GENERAL  Charles  de  Gaulle,  who 
was  Chief  of  the  Military  Commis- 
sion In  the  Reynaud  Oovernment. 
broadcast  from  London  on  June  18  a  stir- 
ring appeal  to  all  French  officers  and 
men,  engineers  and  others,  to  prevent 

being  extinguished. 

General  de  Gaulle  was  born  at  Lllle  in 
November,  1890,  graduated  from  Saint 
Cyr  in  1911  and  was  attached  to  the  33rd 
Infantry  Regiment,  then  commanded  by 
Petaln,  who.se  Influence  on  him  always 
remained  great  and  to  whom  his  book. 
"Au  Pll  de  I'Epee,"  Is  dedicated. 

Like  most  of  France's  great  military 
leaders,  he  ft)ur,ht  m  the  last  war  and. 
was  .several  times  mentioned  in  dis- 
patches. He  was  wounded  In  August, 
1914.  at  Din  '.nt;  in  March.  lOlf),  at  Mrs- 
nll-les-Hurlus,  and  again  m  iai6  when 
he  was  also  gassed  and  taken  prisoner. 
After  several  unsuccessful  attemjits  to  ' 
escape  he  finally,  succeeded  in  December, 
1917,  as  a  result  of  which  he  was  awarded 
the  Croix  de  Gucrrt,  avec  palme. 

After  the  war  he  vi^as  successively  at- 
tache In  Poland,  a  member  of  Marsl^al 
Petains  staff  with  the  army  in  the  Near 
East  and  a  member  of  the  Conseil  Supe- 
rleur  de  la  Defense  NatlOnale.  He  then  ' 
commanded  a  formation  of  tanks,  and  has 
fouRht  In  the  present  war  at  the  head  of 
an  armored  division.  Later  he  became 
Under  Secretary  for  Hational  Defence. 

Brilliint  Spldicr 

ALTHOUGH  *  General  de  Gaulle  Is  a 
brilliant  soldier,  his  reputation  Is  not 
primarily  based  on  his  military  career. 
France  has  many  great  soldier.s  who 
fouuht  In  the  Inst  war  and  have  been 
hglUlng  again  in  this.  General  de  Gaulle 
Is  famous  as  the  man  who  fought,  too, 
through  twenty  years  of  peace,  for  the 
victory  of  the  idea  that  the  machine  had 
transformed  the  army  and  military 
stratepy,  and  that  the  concrpt.s  which 
ruled  mihtary  strategy  in  the  last  war 
were  therefore  now  out  of  date. 

He  foucht  for  the  creation  of  motorized 
and  armored  divisions  manned  by  a  pro- 
fessional army.  His  book,  "Vers  I'Armee' 
de  Metier,"  published  in  1P34,  pa.'.scd  al- 
most unnoticed  In  France,  though  It  was 
translated  Into  German  and  received 
much  attention  In  Germany,  In  France, 
however.  It  was  noticed  by  one  man  at 
leau-t— M.  Reynaud— who  took  up  with 
enthusiasm  the  Ideas  expre.ssed  in  it 

In  193.T  M  Reynaud's  book,  "Le  Prob- 
leme  Mllitairc  Krancais,  "  echoed  General 
de  Gaulle's  plea,  and  In  March  of  the 
same  year  M  Reynaud  Introduced  a  bill 
for  the  creation  of  ten  motorized  and 
armored  divisions.  In  his  speech  of  March 
1.")  M  Reynaud  put  forward  the  hypothe- 
sis, then  considered  so  unlikely,  of  an 
Invasion  of  Belgium,  and  predicted  the 
events  which  wc  have  just  experienced. 

"Let  us  assume,"  he  said,  "that  Belgium 
is  invaded.  It  Is  an  event  not  wi^dtlt 
precedent.  If  we  h  ivi^  not  the  means  at 
our  di.oposal  to  go  immediately  her  aid 
and  to  help  her  to  cover  her  eastern 
Ik, lit  n  r.  wh  i;  will  happen?  Perhaps  what 
has  happcnd  once  already.  The  Belgian 
aimy  may  be  pushed  back  to  the  sea.  For 
us  that  means  350  kilometres  of  frontier 
to  defend  in  the  North  of  France.  Is 
there  anyone  here  who  accepts  In  advance 
the  idea  of  seeing  the  richest  provinces 
of  France  once  more  invaded  and  tom 
from  the  moUierland?" 

The  new  Ideas  wen  hot,  hovrever.  gen« 
erally  welcomed.  The  conception  of  fa.'it- 
movlng  armored  units  was  not  felt  to  be 
In  harmony  with  the  pacifist  ideal  which 
relied  on  defence  and  rejected  an|rthlng 
which  could  be  regarded  as  "offensive"  In 
outlook.  France  relied  on  her  Maginot 
Line  and  her  citizen  army.  But  General 
de  Gaulle  was  not  discouraged  by  the 
attitude  Just  revealed  and  continued  to 
write  and  to  work  for  the  acceptance  of" 
his  ldea.s.  "I  am  quite  confident  ."  hr  .«;ald, 
•  that  they  will  come  to  it.  But  I  am 
afraid  that  they  wlU  eono  to  It  too  Into." 

Appeal  for  Madiinct 

EVEN  after  the  outbreak  of  the  present 
war  he  continued  his  appeal,  and  In 
January  of  this  year  he  wrote  a  report 
urging  France  to  make  a  superhuman 
effort  to  produce  tanks  and  airplanes 
even  at  the  cost  of  demobilizing  troops  in 
order  to  release  tht  neeeaary  labor. 
The  \ik  foUowlot  qaotittong  makt  it 


clear  how  accurately  General  de  Gaulle 
foresaw  France's  danger.  The  first  might 
almost  be  token  as  a  description  of  the 

.Mtuation  faced  by  the  army  of  General 
Corap  at  Sedan. 
"The  hills  flanking  the  Moselle  and  the 

Mtuw  iflgttntf  witn  VM  vanrnviw  yiaiggu 

and  the  Ardennes  form  appreciable  ob- 
stacles but  they  lack  d#JJth,  so  that  they 
could  be  lost  as  the  result  of  a  mlstoke, 
a  surprise  attack  or  negligence.  The  first 
defeat  in  F'landers  or  Hainaut  would 
similarly  make  them  vulnerable.  In  the^e 
flat  plains  there  are  neither  walls  nor 
ditches  to  help  defences,  no  d<imlnatiiu; 
heights,  no  rivers  parallel  to  the  front. 
Geography  gives  passage  to  the  IriVaders 
In  numerous  places — the  valleys  of  the 
Meu.se,  the  Sambre,  the  Scheldt,  the 
Scarpe.  the  Lys,  where  rivers,  roads  and 
railways  all  offer  guidance  to  the  enemy." 

The  second  gives  a  picture  of  tank  war- 
fare as  the  troops  In  France  have  expe- 
rienced It. 

"A  strongly  armored  brigade  cro.sslii"? 
fields  as  last  as  a  lior.se  at  the  gallop, 
armed  tkrlth  150  medium  and  400  smaller 
guns  and  600  machine  guns,  crossing 
ditches  U^ree  yards  wide,  climbing  banks 
.thirty  feet  high,  crushing  trees,-  walls, 
everything  will  be  the  backbone  of  the 
large  units,  their  observers  and  scouts  too, 
protected  all  the  way  by  aviation.  The 
boldness  of  cav.ilry  units  In  former  times 
will  be  multiplied.  The  first  onslaught  of 
this  mechanical  system  of  fire,  shock, 
speed  and  canxnina^^e  will  have  no  less 
than  2,000  tanks  in  action." 


War  Poetry  Mediocre 

THE  Poetry  Society  of  London  considers 
that  so  far  the  present  .war  has  not 
thrown  up  any  poete  of  the  calibre  of 
Rupert  Brooke,  Siegfried  Sassoon,  Edmund 
Blundeii  and  others  who  wrote  of  1914- 
1918.  The  mechanised  nature  of  this  war. 
they  say,  has  had  Its  effect  on  the  men's 
outlook.  War  has  been  stripped  of  its 
glamor,  and  such  poems  as  are  received 
usually  have  Hitler  as  their  theme  and 
tell  of  the  late  the  poet  would  like  to  mete 
out  to  him.  This  Is  not  regarded  as  a 
good  theme  for  the  makini  tA  great 
poetry. 

John  Masefleld,  the  poet  laureate,  is 

writiiiR  a  poem  in  celebratinn  of  the  hr.ivr 
retxeat  from  Dunkirk.  It  will  not  be  com- 
pleted for  iomv^me  and  is  likely  to  be  a 
major  work. 


ALTHOUGH  the  Briti.sh  Navy  is  the 
main  bulwark  of  strength  against 
attecks  on  Malte,  this  Island  ofv 

205,000  people  has  bred  a  race  of  fighters 
with  formidable  army  units  of  Us  own. 

Principally  agricultural  workers,  the 
Maltese  have  no  lu  .  d  >  !  physical  culture 
campaigns  to  keep  ihem  lit.  The  healthy 
lives  they  lead  keep  them  In  splendid 
physical  condition,  and  tlieir  character- 
istics—stocky build,  broad  shoulders,  deep 
chests  and  short  legs— make  them  ideal 
fighting  men. 

Th.e  bu.slness  of  fighting  has,  In  fact, 
become  almp&t  a  part  of  their  lives,  for 
they  have  had  to  defend  their  properties 
and  liberties  since  the  days  when  the 
corsairs  and  piratical  bands  ravaged  the 
Islands  and  lands  In  the  Central  and 
Western  Mediterranean. 

The  years  which  have  elap.sed  since  thi^ 
first  British  connections  with  Malta  ai 
the  beginning  of  the  blockade  of  the  b<- 
kapucred  French  garrison  of  Valletta  In 
171^4,  have  seen.no  less  of  war  than  the 
two  preceding  centuries. 

In  the  Last  War 

DURING  those  140  years  the  Maltese 
have  served  in  the  British  Army  In 
Spam,  Sicily,  Cor.slca,  Italy.  Egypt,  th" 
Sudan,  in  Crete  and  in  Cyprus,  In  South 
Africa  and  India,  and  during  the  Great 
War  of  1914-1918  there  were  men  from 
Malta  on  every  battlefront  and  at  every 
naval  engagement. 

As  Italy  was  then  an  ally  of  Britain,  the 
Malta  home  units  were  not  called"  upon 
for  acUve  service.   But  they  were  ready. 

they  are  now. — ;  

It  is  not  strani;e.  therefore,  that  the 
Maltese  have  rallied  to  the  British  fight- 
ing forces  with  a  spirit  which  la  second 
to  none  In  the  Commonwealth  of  Nation. 
The  rush  of  volunteers  was  enormous,  so 
much  so  that  It  was  found  possible  to 
send  a  contingent  for  service  oversea; 
without  in  any  way  weakening  the  defen- 
sive strength  of  Malta. 

Today  the  Island  Js  a  fortress  packed 
with  fiRhting  men  It  has  the  Royal  Malta 
Artillery,  with  a  heavy  regiment .  for 
coastel  defence  and  an  efficient  aeries  of 
anti-aircraft  battmi  <  manned  by  both 
regular  soldiers  and  Territorials. 

Already  this  unit  has  successfully  re- 
pulsed Italian  air  attacks  on  the  island 
and  caused' los.ses. 

A  second  fighting  unit  Is  the  King's 
Own  Malto  Regiment,  a  force  composed 
of  two  battalions. 

There  arc  aUu  the  Malta  Section  of  the 
Royal  Engineer.^,  the  Maltese  Artisan  Sec- 
tion of  the  Royal  Army  Ordnance  Corps, 
and  Malta's  own  voluntary  force  to  com- 
bat any  attempted  Invasion  by  parachute 

troops. 

Both  of  the  main  fighting  uniu  have 
tradition  behind  them.  The  artillery  can 

trace  lt,s  direct  ancestry  through  the 
Royal  MalU  Fencible  Artillery  of  1861 
back  to  the  earliest  embodiment  of  Mal- 
tese troops  ut)der  Briti.^h  ofTicers  effected 
by  Colonel  Thomas  Green  (afterwards 
Lord  Lynedoch  >  when  he  arrived  to  take 
charge  of  the  land  operations  against  the 
French  in  Valletta  towards  the  end  of  the ' 
1798-1§00  blockade 

First  Paid  Troops 

THE  Maltese  Light.  Infantry,  raided  in 
1800,  were  the  first  regular  corps  of 
M.i!;,(  >c  p.ud  troops  on  the  B:lti.^n 
strength,  .11  became  known  as  the  Royal 
Malta  Artillery  eighty-nine  years  later  on 
the  formation  of  the  Royal  (noW  the 
KniRS  Own»  Malta  Regiment. 

The  birth  of  the  Infantry  unit  prf)vlded 
a  typical  example  of  the  spirit  of  Malta. 
Organization  began  fm  May  1,  1889,  and 
before  the  end  of  that  year  it  was  up  to 
strength  and  «  fully  equipped  force. 

It  continued  as  a  mllltla  unit  until 
shortly  after  the  last  war.  when  it  wa^ 
disbanded.  It  had  two  battalions.  aU  the 
ofllcert  being  Maltese  with  the  exception 


of  an  En»;ii.)h  adjutant.  He  was  retained 
with  a  few  colleagues  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a 

hew  repiment  should  the  necessity  arise. 

The  decision  again  to  recruit  It  to  full 
Territorial  Army  strength  was  made  in 

1032,  when  Colonel  E  J.  Vella,  a  Maltese 
who  was  second  in  command  of  the  old 
mllltla  regiment,  became  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  l.^t  Battalion.  The  2nd  Bat- 
talion was  formed  about  twelve  montlvs 
ago. 

All  the  ofTlcers.  for  both  the  artlllMf 

and  the  Infantry,  are  trauied  at  army 
centres  and  schools  in  England.  In  tiain- 
Ing  the  ntfw  Territorial  force  they  had' 
the  a.sistance  Of  officers  Of  the  hlstorie 

Royal  Irish  Fusiliers.  -       •  » 

In  addition  to  its  home  defence  organ- 
ization, Malta  sends  hundreds  of  recruits 
into  the  Royal  Navy— the  Maitc.u'  are  ex- 
ceptionally fine  seamen  — and  recently 
began  to  send  men  Into  the  Royal  Air 
Force  by  way  of  rci  vnit  iuK  depoU  and 
training  .schools  m  England. 

In  fact,  a  grand  fighting  effort  for  one 
small  Island! 

Christian  Heroism 

HEROISM  has  various  forms,  and  many 
qualities  go  to  Its  compo.siticm,  but 
It  possesses  certain  constant  lactors.  The 
hero  Is  self-forgetful;  he' places  the  cau.se 
above  himself  and  his  own  Interest.s.  He 
is  courageous,  and  If  protracted  action  is 
called  for,  enduring  and  tenacious  of  pur- 
pose. In  mo.st  people  there  Is  a  hidden 
reserve  ol  heroism,  it  witnesses  to  the 

essential  dignity  of  human  nature. — :  

Heroism  is  not  a  virtue  peculiar  to 
Chrislianity,  but  tiiere  is  a  Christian  form 


of  heroism.  Christ's  etnicai  teacnmg  sec 

up  i)rrfecti<in  as  the  goal  at  whleh  men 
should  aim,  and  enlarged  the  scope  of 
eondurt  by  making  It  Include  motive  and 
tl;e  Inner  sprincs  of  action  Consequently 
heroism  found  a  peculiar  lield  in  the  In- 
ward struggle  for  character.  It  Is  true 
heroism  to  retu.sp  to  .\''"v\  defeat,  to  go 
on  battling  against  Unipljilion,  and  to 
wrest  "from  circumstances  however  unto- 
ward a  spiritual  nain  '  When  the  fight 
begins  with  hlm.'^elt  a  man  s  worth  some- 
thing. This  Is  a  heroism  hidden  from  the 
eyes  of  tiic  world  but  known  to  and  ap- 
proved by  God  ' 

Of  this  type  was  the  heroism  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  faced  temptation  witiiout  yield- 
ing to  It.  He  endured  the  Cross,  going 
even  to  death  for  his  fellow  >  men. 
Throughout  His  career  He  kept  steadily 
In  view  the  mission  upon  which  lie  had 
been  sent;  He  lived  a  life  of  self-sacrific- 
ing ministry  for  othcr.'^  The  .'ccrct  of  His 
achievement  was  that  He  liad  disciplined 
His  will  Into  complete  harmony  with  the 
Divine  will.  Ttie  result  was  a  personality 
cast  in  heroic  mold,  in  which  authority 
and  graclousness,  moral  severity  and  over- 
flowing love  made  one  h.armonlous  whole. 

The  ultimate  root  of.  ail  heroism  Is  con- 
viction of  the  worth  of  spiritual  valuea 

and  of  the  necessity  of  preserving  them. 
Men  may  refuse  to  believe  in  God,  but 
there  are  ver^  few  who  would  deny  that 
truth  and  goodness,  Justice  and  liberty  are 
spiritual  posses:>ions  which  humanity 
must  defend.  Even  a  perverted  sense  of 
values  can  evoke  a  heroism  of  endurance 
and  self -.sacrifice.  .HeruLsni  testifies  to 
the  fact  that  th*e  spirit  of  man  has  khr- 
ship  with  an  eternal  realm  of  spirit  Man 
i.s  greater  than  he  knows,  and  his  lile  is 
rootedi  in  the  Divine. 

Here  in  d:iys  of  stress  and  anxiety  Is 
our  true  ground  of  confidence.  We  can 
"greet  the  unseen  with  a  cheer,"  because 
whatever  changes  the  unseen  may  con- 
tain, the  spiritual  foundations  of  fife  are 
secure.  Our  "citizenship  Is  In  heaven 
the  true  home  of  our  spirit  is  the  realm 
of  eternal  values.  Nor  are  we  tb  thmk 
of  that  realm,  ax  existing  simply  In  a  dis- 
tent beyond.  Its  powers  arc  with  u.s  now 
for  self-dl.scipline  and  encouragement,  in 
■  the  temporal  we  can  find  the  eternal. 
Such,  at  least,  Is  the  message  of  Chris- 
tianity, for  the  Incarnation  was  the 
bringing  together  of  ^arth  and  heaven, 
the  entrance  into  history  of  new  splri(.ual 
forces  from  above.  The  meaning  of  Chris- 
tianity as  a  hlstrjrical  religion  is  that  Ood 
enters  Into  history  and  releases  His  power 
for  Uie  uplift  .of  human  life.  Co-operation 

and  fe!lf)wsliip  with  God  aie  possible;  man 
is  mea^t  to.  be  an  Instrument  of  God.  And 
the  sequel  to  the  early  life  of  Jesus  was 
a  triumphant  vindication  'of  man's  faith 
In  the  supremacy  of  spiritual  values. 

From  this  faith  In  each  generation,  is 
born  Christian  heroism,  which  .shlnen 
more  brightly  the  greater  the  darkness 
around  It.  St.  Paul  summed  up  the  sltu- 
at.lon  when  he  a.^k»*d.  "if  Ood  be  for  uti 
who  can  be  against  lu."— From  The  TlOMi 
(Lmdon).

honor  and  the  determination  to  win, 
no  matter  how  heavy  the  odds 

against. 

It  ,u  the  sort  of  courafs  that 
moimteth  with  occasion;  It  Is  the 
sort  of  courai^e  that  even  our  bit- 
terest detractors  concede  is  a  marked 
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THE  highlands  ■  and  "country  places" 
of  R.  L.  Stevenson  were,  of  coufM, 
In  his  iiativr  R'ntland,  but  we.  too, 
on  Vancouver  Iblan.  have  our  Highland*, 
not  merely  as  a  geographic  term  to  express 
(  ontrasl  with  -lowland-s."  but  ns  an  omdal 
cicMgnatlQn  printed,  en  niap.s  and  en- 
Rrosaejl  on  ofRclal  documents.  It  seems  to 
me  we  used  to  lioar  morr  of  the  Highland 
and  Lake  districts  thirty  years  ago  than 
we  do  now.  Perhaps  totf  many  of  us  have 
gone  so  far  afield  Since  tlicn  that  we  hav» 
forgotten*  what  lies  at  our  doors. 

The  boundary  line  between  the  Lake  and 
Highland  districts  runs  due  north  of  the 
point  whrro  thp' Thrtls  Lake  road  leaves 
the  Island  Highway.  The  north  end  of 
the  dividing  line  Is  Just  east  of  the  extrem- 
ity of  Tod  Inlet.  Thus  the  HiRhlands  in- 
clude many  square  miles  of  runRcd  coun- 
try, with  hlUs  rising  to  over  fourteen  hun- 
dred foft  at  the  hinh^-'  i' -i:;*  and  with 
nearly  a  dozen  lakes  of  varying  sues. 

The  heart  of  this  picturesque  country  ii 
most  easily  reached  by  tho  MilLstream 
road  running  north  from  Langford  station, 
but  you"  can  enter  it  by  Goldstream  ♦'lata 
.and  the  .shouldor  of  Mount  Finlay.son.  by 
Durrani  Lake,  by  Liitlc  Thetis  and  Pike 
Lakes,  or  by  Munn  .s  Road  from  the  Pros- 
pect Lake  Road.  But  whatever  road  you 
take,  if  you  travel  afoot  you  will  find  your- 
self at  any  season  of  the  year  in  a  region 
Where  motor  traffic  is  infrequent  and

TKc  Lowland  Approach 

WHILE  the  otm  lal  HlRhlands  begins  in 
the  southwest,  as  I  have  said,  not 
far  from  the  Island  Highway,  actually  the 
walker— with  whom  alone  I  am  concerned 
—has  to  cross  nearly  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  of  the  Hat  Langford  Plains  before  he 
♦Miteis  rouRh  country.    Indeed,  he  ha.s  to 
travel  more  Uian  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
before  he  is  within  the  confines  of  High- 
land  School   District      All    thus  means 
diversity  of  scenery  along  the  way.  First 
he  has  about  him  not  only  the  fringe  of 
Langford  village  but  the  great  solitary  firs 
that  dot  the  short  turf  and  still  look  down 
with  the  aloofness  of  centtirles  on  the 
■milini  eottafei  and  flower  gardens.  A 
little  green  marsh  mark.s  the  site  of  a 
Winter  j?ond  and  where  the  broom  and 
:  briar  form  thickets  small  birds  flit  in  and 
out     Then  rome.i  a  bit  of  .iwampy  land 
where,  among  the  hardlwck  with  its  rosy 
spikes.  th«  wat«r  can  be  seen,  tUU  and 
brown. 

A  rise  and  a  twist  of  the  road  brings  you 
to  a  little  field  cut  lengthwise  by  a  ditch 
-  and  enclosed  by  a  wire  fence  almost  hid- 
den In  a  picturesque  natural  hedge  of  tall 
and  untamed  shrubbery.  This  quarter  of 
a  mile  stretch  will  prove  of  interest  to  any 
lover  nf  trees  .^nd  .shrub.s  because  It  Is  the. 
only  place  1  know  of  in  this  part  of  the 
Island  where  the  small  Sitka  al<ier  grows, 
p  i.s  by  nature  a  mountain  dweller,  a  lover 
of  Alpine  streams— at  least,  that  if  its 
record  in  th«  nbraa.  But  J:  R.  Anderson 
rerords  It  aa  found   about  Shawnigan, 
"occurring  sometimes  on  the  lower  lands 
on  margins  of  lakes."   And.  of  ieourse. 
some  trees  and  shrubs  a.s  well  a.s  .smaller 
plants  do  descend  by  way  of  rivers  to  the 
lower  valleys,  or  may  be  carried  rs  seed.s 
by  wind  or  birds.   But  as  many  wlio  are 
interested  in  frees  and  .shrub.s  may  never 
have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  them  in  the 
mountains  or  along  the  upper  waters  of 
our  ."<tream.s,  it  i.s  fortunate  thfit  a  sperie.s 
like  this  can  be  seen  within  a  mile  from 
a  railway  atatlbn.  a  bus  stop,  and  the 
mnm  highway.  The  Sitka  alder  is  distin- 
guished from  the  common  red  cedar  by 
its  smaller  "cones."  by  lis  flowering  at 
least  a  month  later,  and  by  Its  leaves, 
which  are  at  once  thinner  in  texture  and 
finely  double  toothed,  in  this  re.spect  alone 
Vather  resembllnft  the  leavte  oC  the  hasel. 
It  never  reaches  the  rilm'^nsinns  nf  the 
common  alder;  about  fifteen  feet  is  Its 
limit  Of  helRht.  ' 


The  handsome  sneezeweed  is  passed  in  the 

low,  moi.-^l  area  and  there  are  bu.she.s  of 
the  clustered  rose,  whose  blossoms  show 
the  effect  of  the  late  showers.  Here  and 
there  a  green  rein  orchid  peeps  out,  con- 
.spicuous  among  the  dry  grasses,  and 
among  the  rocks  the  ripening  heuchera 
or  alum  root  Is  still  to  be  seen  and  in 
.shady  places  the  tlarella  or  foam  fiower 
blooms  on. 

At  a  turn  of  the  road  is  a  bend  of 
scarcely  perceptibly  mqving  water.    It  is 


the  Millstream,  and  a  few  yards  further 
on  the  road  strikes  diagonally  across  the 
old  bridge  and  then  resumes  Its  direction 
parallel  to  the  river  on  the  left.  The 
water  i.s  .so  coolly  inviting  that  I  go  down 
into  the  bed,  now  largely  exposed,  and 
enjoy  the  fresh  green  of  the  plants  rooted 
in  the  moi.st  .sand.  Acro.-^.s  the  quiet  water 
that  ancient  delicacy  and  temporary  com- 
rade of  plain  bread  and  butter,  the  water 
cress,  grows.  In  places  the  white  flowers 
rise  above  the  compoi^id  leaves.  How  this 


HI  tie  corner  of  tlie  stream  brings  back 
Tenny:bun  s  brouk,  verses  of  which  SO  com- 
pletely dfi9cribe  it: 

"I  steal  by  lawns  and  grassy  plota, 

1  .slide  by  hazel  cover.s; 
I  movt  the  sweet  forget-me-nots 
That  grow  for  happy  lovers," 

The  hazel  grow  thick  in  this  part  of  the 
river's  valley  and  the  forget-me-nots 
brighten  the  water's  edge  with  their  ex- 

quLsile  blue. 


•'I  murmur  under  moon  and  stars 
to  brambly  wildernesses; 
I  linger  by  my  shingly  bars; 
I  loiter  round  my  cresses." 

Yes.  here  are  the  cresses  and  hot  far  off 
can  be  found  the  blackberries  that  replace 
the  English  brambles.  I  can  fancy  good 
old  Herrick,  that  seventeenth  century  ^ 
poet-parson,  coming  to  just  such  a  apot 
as  this  in  his  Hampshire  parish  to  gather 
his  "mess  of  water  cress."  But  let  me  give 
the  first  part  of  his  "Thanksgiving  to  - 
Ood  for  Hia  Housa": 

"Lord,  Thou  hast  given  me  a  call 

Wherein  to  dwell; 
A  little  house  whose  humble  roof 

Is  weatherproof; 
Under  the  spars  of  which  I  lit 

Both  soft  and  dry;

or  tread  them  underfoot.  The  flreweed 
looks  down  with  Its  large  rosy*  flowers  on 
it^  modest  cousin,  the  glandular-stemmtd 
epiiobium.

The  Bishop  of  Gibraltar,  with  .spiritual 
Jurisdiction  over  British  subjects  in  Spain, 
Portugal.  Italy,  Greece,  the  seaboard  and 
iflands  of  the  Mediterranean,  the  Bia^k 
and  Ca-splan  Seas,  ihn  Adriatic,  the  Greek 
Archipelago,  Turkey.  Rumania,.  Bulgaria. 
Jugoalavla  and  parU  of  Asia  Minor  as  well 
*->aa  South  Russia,  presides  over  Europe's 
largest  Protestfcnt  diocese.  It  is  doubted 
whether  any  Bishop  of  OlhralUr  has  -  vrr 
visited  hl.s  entire  dlore.se,  hut  Dr.  Buxton 
has  made  a  very  good  attempt  at  doing 
so.  averaging  around  10,000  miles  a  ytwr 
and  covering  a  goodly  part  of  It.

N  wartime  we  wiilingly  surrender 
many  of  the  Ubertiei  we  moat  prize  in 
Irss  harafsed  days  If  we  are  convinced 
that  it  will  strengthen  the  national  effort 
and  bring  the  national  purpose  nei^ier  to 
flnal  a,nd  successful  consummation. 

But  we  are  justified  in  cxprcUnf?  that 
the  necessity  of  the  surrender  shall  be 
demonstrated  and  that  the  aov^reignty 
which  we  rflinqui.sh,  either  In  whnl».'  or 
In  part,  to  the  hands  of  our  rulers  shall  be 
used  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  etatir 

As  is  common  knowledge,  the  freedom  . 
of  the  press— which  is  almost  synonymous 
with  Iho  liberty  of  the  robJjKt-has  largely 
gone  Into  cold  storage  for  the  duratlm  of- 
the  war. 

It  has  for  lie  companion  in  exile  the 

freedom  of  the  clti/en  to  eng|ige  in  any 
^sgyt  of  criticism,  whether  it  is  delivered 
at  a  public  meeting  or  In  private  con- 
versa  tjr.n 

Comment  Is  allowed,  of  course,  but  it  Is 
io  circumscribed  with  interdictions  that  It 
Inse.s  moat  of  it*  force  and  moet  of  its  ef- 
fectiveness. 

The  people  of  this  country,  with  only  a 
few  dishonorable  exception.^,  accept  the 
situation  cheerfully,  but  that  attitude  of 
mind  might  automatically  change  into 
an  ugly  temper  If  grounds  ever  arose  for 
^uspectlng  that  the  prohibitions  were  be- 
ing employed,  not  to  guard  the  state 
against  injury,  but  to  save  politicians  or 
the  heads  of  government  departments 
from  the  proper  retribution  for  their  own

(Impoaed,  Z  may  add,  without  trial^  for 
saying  AO  more  than  the  faeti  tbrau 

said? 

It  Is  a  point  which  should  be  promptly 
elucidated  in  the  Oommone.

UNDER  a  recent  ukase  of  the  Home 
Office  it  is  an  offence  for  anybody  to 
make  a  statement  likely  to  cause  alarm 
or  despoiidency.  The  terms  In  which  this 
was  promulgated  were  vague  to  the  last 
degree. 

It  will  be  understood  that  news  l^as 
been  censored  .since  the  outbreak  of  war. 
The  new  decree  briiiKs  opinion  under  a

The  British  people  have  been  braced 
and  Itiffened  In  their  resolution  by  re- 
cent events.

THE  Italian  Air  Force  is  essentially  of- 
fg^lve  rather  than  defensive,  and, 
^eoause  its  sphere  of  activity  lle.s 
mainly  In  the  Mediterranean,  It  comprises 
a  comparatively  large  number  of  sea- 
planes. 

Some  of  these  seaplanes  are  definitely 
good,  but  there  is  no  indication  Uiat  they 
or  the  bombers  and  fighters  are  anything 
but  conilderably  inferior  to  our  own  ma- 
chines. 

Italian  bases  in  Italy  Itself,  in  Albania, 
the  islands  of  Rhodes,  Leroe,  Sicily.  iSar- 

riinia.  nnd  in  the  Africin  po.ssesslons  of 
Libya.  Abyssinia,  Eritrea  and  Bomalllanrt 
are  numerous,  but  they  are  also  partic- 
ularly vulnerable  to  attack  by  tha  air 
power  of  the  Allies  in  the  East. 

Djarabub  In  Libya  would  make  an  ex- 
cellent base  for  an  attack  on  Egypt;  Kuf- 
fra  ngainst  the  Sudan  and  Oatrun,  Rhat 
and  Mur.sak  against  French  West  Africa. 

The  Allied  fleets  In  the  Mediterranean 
ere  vulnerable,  too.  b\it  so  is  the  Italian 
fleet,  and  Mussolini  cannot  afford  to  lose 
machinal  at  the  same  rate  as  Germany  is. 
lonlng  theirs,  for  Italian  aircraft  prodiir- 
tion  Is  not  nearly  as  great  as  that  of  her 
ally. 

Italians  are  essentially  Individualistic. 
They  hold  the  world  s  height  record  t58.- 
0321  feet,  the  worlds  records  for  distance 
In  a  eloiMl  circuit  (8.0SS  miles),  for  land 
planes  and  al.^o  for  seaplanes  (3,230 
miles),  and  for  speed  in  a  seaplane- 
(440JT  m.p.h.>.  and  other  minor  records 
for  speeds  with  loads,  most  of  which  have 
been  mad*  with  Savola,  Capronl  and 
Brada  bombers.  Nor  ihould  we  forget  the 
Italian  pllota  and  NTacchl  aircraft  in  the 
aehndder  Trophy  contests.

SPAIM  and  Abyaalnia,  useful  practice 
grounds,  proved  little  because  oppo- 
Bit-ion  wa.s  slight,  and  the  main  fault  of 
the  Italian  Air  Force  Is  Its  lack  of  a  num- 
ber of  reallv  first -rlass  engines.

In  19S0  Italy  had  l.nno  aircraft.  In 
193S  there  were  rearly  2,000.  almost  equal- 
ly divided  between  bombers.  flghtA-s,  co- 
operation and  miscellaneous  aircraft.  Tn 
1938  Mussolini  decided  to  double  the  Air 
Force,  and  the  programme  called  for 
4.000  fint-llne  aircraft  by  INl.  but  thU 
number  has  probably  been  reached  al- 
ready owing  to  Intensification  of  produc- 
tion. 

In  1937  the  numbtT  Of  officers  increased 
from  4.300  to  7,700.  and  N.C.O.'s  to  12,000. 
but  theee  numbers  have  been  consider- 
ably incraaied  since  then.  In  all  prob- 
ability many  of  the  Italian  personnel  will

Recently.  Italy  has  produced  a  crop  of 
fighters,  seaplanes  and  bombcrs^^^but,  ow- 
ing to  their  newness,  it  Is  doubtful  If  the 
factories  can  mass-produce  these  types. 
The  names  which  are  likely  to  be  famous 
in  this  war.  will  be  of  those  inachinea 
now  boinc  turned  out  in  large  numben  at 
Milan,  Iriesle,  Turin,  Naples,  Pisa,  Lake 
Maggiore,  Sesto  Caleude  and  elsewhere. 

The  fact  that  most  of  the  main  far- 
torles  are  in  the  Plains  of  Northern  Italy 
make.^  it  necessary  for  her  to  have  a  de- 
frn.Mvc  force  in  this  region,  and  It  is  hero- 
that  our  Blenheim  bombers  have  already 
found  their  marks. 

The  Savola-Marchetti  firm,  which  first 
be&ame  knnwii  to  the  public  m  lo^rrwhen 
Marshal  Balbo  led  a  formation  of  B^A 
flying  boats  across  the  Atlantic,  produces 

bombers  of  a  high  order  which  are  mostly 
three-enginrd,  a  type  with  which  only 
Italy  has  persevered. 

These  bombers,  notably  the  8.79B  and 

olB.  are  only  capable  of  about  250  m  p  h. 

In  addition  to  the  bombers,  the  Savola 
commercial  machines  could  be  used  for 
troop  transport  and  parachutists. 

The  Caproni.  Breda,  Fiat  and  Romeo 
companies  produce  very  good  or  moderate, 
fighters,  bombers  and  seaplanes.  The 
Romeo  .seaplanes  are  biplanc.K,  mostly  for 
use  wlth«the  fleet,  hut  there  are  definitely 
Inferior  to  our  own  fleet  aircraft  such  as 
the  Blackburn  Roc  and  Bkua. 

Machines  likely  to  be  heard  of  are  the 
Breda  65.  82  and  88;  th^  Capronl  CA.134 
and  .CA.1S5;  the  Macehl  C.200:  the  Fiat 
G  50,  c  R  32.  B  R  20.  and  the  cant  boknber 
seaplane,  the  Z  506B. 

The  Italian  Air  Force  is  only  likely  to 
meet  with  succek*  at  flr^t  or  against  in- 
ferior opposition.

I  have  seen 
tiicni  ( '  nio  back,  weary,  wounded,  bleed- 
ing and  exhausted.  But  always  they  have 
laughed,  even  when  Death  llappiid  his 
wings. 

We  owe  it  to  their  parents,  to  the  na- 
tion, to  give  a  glimpse  of  them  at  work. 

There  is  one  magnificent  story  that  may  • 
not  yet  be  told  of  a  British  plane  that 
raided  Germany  and  came  home  with  a 
dead  crew.  That  amazing  epic  will  be  told, 
one  day. 

But  this  story  can  be  told. 

Wlu'ii  a  force  of  Bnfi.^h  bombers  raided 
Heligoland  and  Inflicted  damage  on  Ger- 
man warships,  the  German  High  Com- 
mand was  thoroughly  alar?».cd 

Field  Marshal  Qoering  ordered  st>ms  of 
his  crack  squadrons  of  Measerschmidt  Ilo, 
fast  fighters  of  the  twin-engine  type,  from 
other  fronts  to  reinforce  the  defences  of 
thelf  northwest  coasts.  Their  crews  were 
picked  men,  the-  best  th^t  Germany  could 
summon. 

This  was  not  known  to  the  men  of  a 

formation  of  British  planes  curvetting 
over  the  North  Sea  to  a^.un  at  tacit  Heli- 
goland and  Wllhelmshavcn.  They  were 
lust,  a  normal  team.  Mo.-t  of  them  had 
never  before  been  under  fire.  They  did 
not  know  that  they  werii  flying  into  tha 
greatest  battle  In  the  air. 

Battk  Formation 

THFY  were  in  battle  formation.  rvei;y 
man  at  his  post,  when  at  the  en- 
trance to  Heligoland  Bight  they  saw  ris- 
ing before  them  a  flock  of  German  fight- 
ers, ru  .shin  q  t/i  hrrak  up  the  attaf'k. 

Battle  formation  it  wa?  with  the  British 
aircraft  when  they  entered  the  Bight. 

Battle  formation  it  wa.'s  when  thrv  met 
the  shock  of  the  enemy.  They  thrust  their 
way  ahead,  beating  off  the  attack,  mow- 
ing down  Nazi  planes  right  and  left. 

Battle  formation  it  was  when  they  rode 
out  again  Into  clear  skies. 

Thry  left  Nn/i  aircraft  fluttrring  like 
falling  leaves,  enveloped  In  fire  and  smoke. 
But  let  us  see  how  all  this  happened: 

In  the  foremo.st  Bintish  bomber  sat  a 
pilot  whose  name  should  have  been  Victor. 
A  splinted  had  slashed  him  across  the 
forehead,  and  tha  Mood  dripped  into  his 
eyes.  •  - 

Peering  through  his  windscreen.  Victor, 
saw  something  that  made  him  forget  his 
wound.  The  sky  wa£  filling  with  Nazi  air- 
craft-rnot  the  type  the  British  p|lots  had 
already  shouldered  aside,  but  the'  much- 
vaunted  Messerschmldts.  Ooerlng's  crack 
squadrona 

No  ordinary  force,  it  was  an  Armada, 
seven  or  eight  to  every  British  aircraft. 
A  hundred  planes  %ere  ranged  for  battle. 

As  the  enemy  burst  on  them,  the  Brit- 
ish leader  flaslied  out  the  signal.  '  Keep 
formation!'" 

Whatever  happened,  the  objective  of  th*» 
attack  must  be  reached,  the  bombs  must 
be  dropped  according  to  schedule. 

Crowding  together,  flying  wingtip  lo 
wlnglip,  the  Wellington  bombers  held  to 
their  course.  Victor's  machine  was  singled 
out  by  a  Nazi  fighter  at  the  start  of  the 
attempt  to  .scatter  the  attackers.

StlU  Victor's  rear 
gunner  held  his  fire. 

As  the  Nasi  hurtled  past,  the  British 
gunner  let  go  all  he  had.  The  blast  hit 
the  German  machine  like  a  whirlwind. 
Bullets  tore  holes  in  every  part  of  tha 
machine,  smashed  into  the  pilot,  his  g\m- 
neis,  his  crew. 

Every  man  went  down  under  that  hail 
of  lead.  The  Messerschmidt  spun  in  the 
air  like  a  top,  the  wings  fell  off,  and  it 
dropped  like  a  stone  Into  the  sea. 

"Onel"  shouts  the  gunner  in  triumph. 

To  tiu  attack  came  another  Nazi,  hurt- 

tliiiK  inward. 

It  passed  under  the  British  plane,  swung 
round,  biased  Its  guns  in  furknis  bursts, 
and  roared  upward. 

It  passed  the  tall  of  the  British  machine 
Ko  close  that  It  narrowly  escaped  a  col- 
lision. 

And  as  it  paissed  the  British  glims 

caught  It. 

So  great  was  the  impact  that  the  Nasi 
lifted  as  If  tossed  by  an  unseen  hand. 

It  fell  over  on  its  side,  and  two  of  Its 
crew  fell  out. .  For  a  split  second  the  crew 
of  Victor's  machine  saw  them  sprawled 
in  the  air,  as  if  they  floated  Then,  with 
twitching  limbs,  they  disappeared  below. 

'  Two!"  roared  the  gunner.

Unconscious  of  his  wound,  Victor  saw 
through  the  red  film  that  was  iii  his 
eyes  the  outline  of  a  German  warship  in 
dock.

He  pulled  at  his  stick  and  followed.

His  fighting  turret  wa.s  out  of  KbUon. 
Two  of  the  gunners  were  wounded.  Yet 
Victor  crouched  over  his  .controls.  With 
the  crash  of  enemy  bullets  coming  in 
bursts  all  around  him.  guiding  the  ma- 
chine unerri  iciy 

His  secoiui  111  command  dodged  from 
gun  position  to  gun  position,  aiming  and 

liring. 

Ihe  Nazis  were  beaten  of!  again. 

Sixty  miles  from  their  own  coast  they 
turnrd  back. 

The  whole  battle  .  had  occupied  Just, 
under  an  hour,  but  the.  British  had  StlU 
300  miles  of  sea  to  cro.ss.  Bomb>  rs  were 
crippled,  crews  stricken,  yet  they  still  kepb 
in  formation. 

One  by  one  the  bombers  came  home, 
landed,  and  their  pilots  stepped  out. 

Victor,  wiping  the  sweat  and  blood  frq^. 
his  eyes,  was  helped  to  bed.  ^ 

As  the  surgeon  examined  his  leg  be 
grinned. 

'Good scrap!  "he said. 

And  fell  asleep.  ^ 

These  wonderful  youngsters  of  the

MK.  Wickham  Steed  di.slikes  the  word 
"propaganda."  and  has.  chosed  to~ 
follow  current  numerical  fa.>,hion  In  his 
title.  This  has,  perhaps,  encouraged  him 
to  Interpret  his  theme  rather  discursive- 
Iv.  Hi.--  bor^k  Is  not  .so  much  a  «tudv  of 
propaganda  as  a  statement  of  the  clash 
of  Ideals  between  the  Allied  Powers  and 
Nasi  Qcndimy,  which  is  the  moral  ls.vffl 
at  stake  in  the  war.  Hie  present  war  is 
but  "a  further  phase  of  the  great  revolu- 
tion which  f)p»ne>-l  With  tii»*  German  In- 
vasion of  Bel^;lUIn  in  1914  .  .  .  We  are 
coming  at  la.st  to  see  what  the  war  In 
1914-1918  really  meant."  Through  this 
revolution  we  must  pas^  to  a  readjust- 
ment of  our  social  sti'ucture,  which  will 
be  freed  from  "ths^  degrading  ^and  de- 
moralizing worsliip  of  economi''s  that  has 
sterilized  so  gr^at  a  part  of  our  political 
edocatim  duHng  the  past  fifty  VMrs.** 
Indeed,  "while  the  re-aducaUon  And  de- 
militarization of  the  German  people  must 
remalQ^forcmost  condltkms  of  European 
security,  the  rr -education  of  Ih'e  British 
apd  other  Western  peoples  will  be  hardly 
yftSS  ttTfCnt." 
/  While  thU  is  Mr.  Steed's  main  line  of 
thought,  ha  indulges  in  many  character- 
istic saUCi  by  the  way.  He  recalls  thS^ 
work  of  the  Enemy  Propaganda  Depart- 
ment, In  which  he  served  under  Lord 
NorthcUffe  in  the  last  war.  He  deils 
soma  doughty  blows  at  thoss  who  have  In 
the  past  shown  themselves  susceptible  to 
Nazi  propaganda  against  the  Versailles 
Treaty.  He  stresses  the  imporUnea  of 
war  alms,  and  has  a  brief  dlgre.Mlon  on 
the  Jewish  problem  which  has  preoccu- 
pilad  him  avor  slnea  ha  Bvai  tai  VltnnA^ 
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Saanich  Farmer  Pioneer  in 
New  Branckof  Agriculture

unique  in  CanacUan  agricullure,  be- 
cause It  Is.  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  the  only 

farm  in  BrltiKh  Ccjlumbia,  or  indeed  in 
Canada,  where  the  tUlef  product  is  the 
dried  leaf  6f  the  Dlgltall.s  plant,  a  prod- 
uct that  is  quite  valuable  in  world  mar- 
Jiet.s  for  U,s  medicinal  properties. 

The  casual  motorist  sees  only  a  flne 
farm  home  oh  the  East  Road,  overlooking 

fertile  fiolds,  with  the  waters  of  the  Gulf 
of  Georgia  and  it»  numerous  islands  In  tlie 
distance;  and  In  the  evening  with  Mount 
Baker's  snowy  cone  .shininK  on  tlir  horl- 
Eons  rim.  Well-kept  fields  of  the  pnn- 
npai  crop  are  on  the  east  side  of  the  road, 
and  behind  the  house  are  r*  splendent 
fields  of  garden  flowers,  for  choice  flower 
seeds  are  another  Important  crop  on  this 
farm. 

The  story  of  the  Wood  I-'arm  has  the 
romance  of  all  pioneering  endeavor,  and 
Is  the  story  of  perseverance,  faith  and 
plenty  of  hard  work  and  early  disappoint- 
ments, finally  crowned  with  the  success 
that  generally  attends  Intelligent  effort 
in  this  country. 

—  J.  N.  Wood  IS  a  Britisher  who  came  over 
to  Canada  In  1904.  and  like  so  many  others 

Cfimmenced  farnnim  newly-formed 
province  ol  Saskatciitwaa.  For  fifteen 
years  he  operated  an  800-aere  wheat  farm 
at  Bladworth.  enjoying  the  thrills  and  suc- 
cesses, and  suC[ef>ng  the  disappointments, 
that  every  prairie  farmer  experiences.  In 
1919,  Just  alter  the  last  war,  he  moved  out 
\to  Vancouver  Island  and  bought  a  Jorty- 
^e  farm  In  Saanich,  and  once  again 
weht  throunii  tiit;  hardships  of  the 
'pioneer,  clearing  a  heavily  wooded  farm. 
For  a  mimber  of  years  he  raised  fruit  and 
grain,  aiKk  but  for  an  accident  he  might 
.still  be  dep^ding  on  these  staples  for  an 
income 

Started  Fifteen  Years  Ago 

IN  the  early  twenlies^a  Iruiid  Irom  Min- 
neapolis. Minnesota,  visited  him,  and 
aroused  his  interest  in  the  growing  of 
digitalis  lor  the  American  market.  An 
analysis  proved  that  the  soil  and  climate 
were  lulUble  for  the  growth  of  this  plant, 
and  in  1925  ^tr  Wfxid  produced  his  first 
crop  of  digitalis,  which  was  sold  to  a  com- 
mercial drug  manufacturer  In  the  United 
States.  But  a  prohibitive  larifT  interfered 
with  the  profits  of  this  business,  and  Mr. 
Wood  Was  obliged  to  look  elsewhere,  In  the  - 
British  Empire,  for  a  market  for  his  prod- 
uct. He  began. to  correspond  with  manu- 
facturers In  the  Old  Country.  All' the 
phlegm  and  ronsfrvatlsm  of  the  British 
manufacture  had  to  be  broken  down,  and 
this  all  took  time  and  effort. 

Finally  an  order  was  sec  ured,  and  the 
new  product  must,  have  had  merit,  because 
the  goodwill  of  the.se  manufacturers  has 
been  retained  by  Mr.  Wood  since  that  first 
shipment.  But  it  took  years  of  experi- 
ence in  growing,  drying  and  shipping  be- 
fore this  pioneer  Industry  won  the  entire 
confidence  of  the  overseas  manufacturers, 
and  today  Mr.  Wood  can  proudly  say  that, 
he  la  aiiured  of  a  market  for  as  much  of 
thi.i  novel  crop  a.s  he  ean  grow  wid  pre- 
pare for  shipment. 

Thla  year,  with  his  brother-in-law  and 
•on-ln-law,  he  has  seventeen  acres  planted 
to  digitalis.  Besides  this,  twenty  acres  are 
ilevoted'^to  the  growing  of  floWers  for  seed, 
and  when  one  leams  that  It  takes  a  staff 
of  eleven  men  to  take  care  of  the  crop,  one 
reallMS  the  intensive  nature  of  this  type  of 
farming.  Outside  of  .some  Summer  cul- 
tivation for  weeds,  all  the  work  is  hand 
work,  and  mighty  hard  work  at  that. 

Planting  the  Crop 

SEEDING  of  digitalis  is  done  In  February. 
Two  acres  of  carefully  prepared,  clean 
ground  are  .sowed  in  rows,  and  also  a  quan- 
tity Is  sown  in  cold  frames,  so  that  an  as- 
■ured  number  of  young  plants  may  be 
ready  for  transplanting  In  the  flelds  In 
May  and  June.  These  young  plants  are 
•et  out  at  intervals  of  about  flfteto  Inches 
In  rows  thirty  inches  apart.  Growth 
varies  according  to  the  rainfall.  In  a  wet 
year  from  two  to  three  crops  of  Icavek  may 
be  rut  from  a  field,  the  leave.^  of  each 
plant  touching  In  the  rows;  but  in  dry 
yean,  such  m  this,  only  one  crop  Is  cut 

Two  Varieties 

rro  varieties  of  digitalis  are  grown  by 
Mr.  Wood  1 1  •  Digitalis  purpurea 
(the  common  Foxglove),  has  a  broad  leaf 
and  a  tall  purple  flower  stalky  and  Is  a 
good  yielder. 

(2i  Dlglt.ills  lanata.  a  variety  Introduced 
from, the  Austrian  Alps;  has  a  long,  nar- 
row leaf,  fleshier,  but  is  in  greater  demand 
by  these  British  manufacturers.  The 
fields  we  saW  at  Mr.  Wood's  farm  were  of 
this  latter  variety,  and  at  present  the 
plants  about  htlf  fill  the  space  allotted  to 
them  In  the  rows,  Indicating  an  average 
crap. 

Cutting,  Drying  and  Packing 

HARVilTlMG  eonalati  of  evtUnf  the 
leaves  of  the  plant.  In  a  good  crop 
'-year  this  cutting  Is  done  In  August  and 
again  In  October,  and  sometimes  again 
In  December.  Cutting,  like  planting,  Is 
done  by  band,  and  it  la  baek-brMklnc 
work.  ^ 

Drying  the  leaves  is  the  proccs.'?  requir- 
ing sclentinr  knowledge.  Mr  Woods  dry- 
ing plant  Is  of  his  own  devising,  and  meetc 
l^t  icfUitMtadt  this  cUdMtcVtif 


factorily.  A  sawdust-led  furnace  supplies 
the  heat,  which  must  be  perfectly  dry. 
There  are  twelve  compartments  heated, 
and  each  one  contains  twenty-five  trays, 
three  feet  by  six-feet  and  sl^  Inches  deep. 
These  trays  aic  filled  With  the  green 
leaves,  arid  each  tray  takes  about  forty 
hours  to  dry  or  cure.  These  cured  leaves 
shatter  easily  and  the  dust  1»  wlrmowed  ' 
from  them  by  fanning  mill  before  pkeking 
is  proceeded  with. 

In  his  earlier  days  of  growing  digitalis 

Mr  W()C)d  used  cardboard  cartons  for 
pucKnig.  But  SiS  it  was  usually  in  the 
rainy  season  that  the  packing  was  done, 

and  shipment  wa-s  lar'^^ely  by  water,  mois- 
ture crept  Into  the  cartons  no  matter  how 
carefully  the  work  was  done.  Now  a  sealed 
fm  can,  littccn  by  fifteen  by  eUThleen 
Inches,  is  used,  and  while  it  is  much  more 
costly.  It  has  solved  this  dampness  trou- 
ble. One  of  these  cans  holds  approx- 
imately fifty  pounds  of  the  dried  leaves. 

Mr.  Wood  states  that  no  particular  sun — 
i.s  recpiired  to  grow  digitalis,  but  it  would 
be  foolish  for  anyone  to  start  unless  one 
had  arranged  ior  a  market  sufficient  to 
secure  his  Investment  in  the  expensive 
drying  apparatus.  Mr.  Wogji  has  never 
watered  cither  his  digitalis  or  flower  plots, 
but  depends  entirely  on  the  rainfall  for 
moisture.  He  estimates  that  his  present 
capacity  f^f  predtieiiew — is — from  stat  to — 
eight  tons^per  year.  The  yield  per  acre 
runs  from  three  to  eight  hundred  pounds, 
according yto  the  ruinluU  and  also  to  the 
variety  of  the  plant  grown. 

The  British  deuKind  for  this  product  has 
not  been  a.flected  by  thc'1val~t».far,  as 
Mr.  Wood  sends  shipments  to  Orekt~Brlt- 
ain  fronh'tlme  to  time,  and  therjMtr'no  in- 
dication that  there  is  any  scarcity  of  ships 
to  make  prompt  -delivery,  or  any  over- 
powering dahger  of  destruction  by  ( :.( my 
.submarine  or  air  bombs.  The  fact  that 
these  commercial  deliveries  can  still  be 
made  without  evident  ii.  ri  tm  nee  is  a 
great  compliment  to  the  British  Navy. 

Fjowcn  Grown  From  Seed 

BESIDES  growing  digitalis,  Mr.  Wood  haa 
worked  up  quite  a  business  in  Great 
Britain  for  flower  seeds.  Seeds  are  sent 
over  by  the  British  firms  for.  growing 
each  Spring,  and  this  year  Mr.  Wood  and 
his  partners  have  twenty  acres  thus 
planted,  the  seed  of  which  will  be  har- 
vested this  Summer  and  P'all  and  returned 
to  England  under  contract.  Digitalis  seed 
for  Spring  sowing  Is  also  matured  and 
harvested  on  the  farm. 

Mr.  Wood  and  his  family  have  chosen  a 
line  of  agriculture  that  requires  constant 
hard  work  and  mdre  than  ordinary  care 
and  .skill  But  they  are  happy  in  their 
work,  and  he  himself  feels  that  lie  is  liv- 
ing in  the  choicest  spot  in  Caiiada.  He 
refers  to  his  flftorti  years  .spent  on  the 
prairies  as  quite  wasted;  but  we  wonder  if 
the  lessons  learned  there  did  not  stand, 
him  in  good  stead  when  he  wa.s  establish- 
ing himself  in  his  chosen  life  work. 

Changes  Made  in  Rules 
For  Swine  Registry 

CHANGES  In  the  procedure  with  re-  • 
Rard  to  Advanced  Registry  for  Swine- 
have  recently  been  made  by  the  Dominion 
Department  o^  Aprrlctilture.  which  are  of 
Interest  t n  (-1 1;; .:;.(',  .1  i  priiducersas 
well  as  to  breeders  of  pure-bred  swine. 
These  changes  are  Intended  to  reduce  the 
time  and  expense  of  making  inspections 
of  sows  and  litters  entered  In  Advanced 
Registry  while  maintaining  the  accuracy 
of  the  performance  records.  In  future 
only  two  litters  of  a  sow  will  be  Inspected 
and  tests  will  only  be  made  of  groups  from 
the  Utters  Inspected.  Identification  of 
later  litters  will,  therefore,  be  the  respon- 
.sibility  of.  the  breeder.  By  this  change 
sowit^iU  only  be  permitted  two  chances 
of  beiiHT  test(>d,  but  tin-  number  apjiears 
reasonable  since  it  is  duubtlul  if  many 
sows  which  cannot  complete  n  test,  or  ob- 
tain satisfactory  ."(cores  with  one  of  these' 
litters,  are  suUicicntly  good  to  Justify  the 
effort  and  expense  of  further  testing. 

Other  changes  SUCh  aS  no  retest  of  Sows 
which  have  obtained  pass  scores  or  a  t«st 
of  soDrs  with  litters  of  less  than  eight  have 
the  same  objective  In  view,  but  are  of  less 
Importance  because  very  few  animals  were 
involved  at  any  time.  With  these  changes 
It  Is  antielpftttd  that  Inspection  staffs  win 
be  relieved  of  a  considerable  amount  of 
purely  routine  work  and  will,  therefore, 
be  In  a  position  to  do  Inspection  work 
carefully  and  to  .spend  more  time  with  the 
breeder  in  studying  and  discussing  specific 
breeding  prdbl«mi,pf  which  there  are  stilT 
man\7n  the  awlne  industnr;  awatttng  aoltt< 
tlon.  ^ 


Onion  Warning 


AUTUMN  onions  are  now  quite  distinctly 
forming  bulbs.  You  must  not  allow 
thoae  bulbs  to  cover  with  eoU.  otherwise' 
your  croj)  \vi!i  no  under  to  "thick  neck" 
Instead  of  forming  a  fat  bulb,  resulting  in 
the  part  above  ground  and  that  below 
being  of  the  same  thickne-'s. 

As  onions  of  that  sort  are  quite  useless, 
the  necessity  for  keeping  the  bulbs  half 
covered  with  soil  only  is  obvious.  Hoeing 
and  general  work  on  the  bed  are  liable  to 
cover  them  up,  hence  the  need  for  an

Basic  Principles  of  Flower 
.  Arrangement  Explained 


NOW  that  flower  arrangement  in 
America  Is  taking  on  a  definite  - 
form  and  pattern,  it  i-  easy  to  see 
that  we  in  the  Occident  have  been  deeply 
Influenced  by  Japanese  floral  art,  writes 
K.  th-'i  C  C'.ray.son  In  The  New  York  Times. 
Because  of  this  strong  influence,  those 
who  enjoy  arranging  cut  flowers  want  to 
know  at  lea.^t  the  rudimcnt^s  of  tlie  art  a.s 
practiced  in  Japan,  where,  s^rice  the  sixth 
century.  It  has  held  a  prominent  place  In 
rcIiRious  and  social  life. 

At  that  time  a  Japanese  emissary  to 
China  brought  back  with  him  to  his  own 
ciiuiitry  the  custom  of  placing  formally 
arranged  cut  flowers  on  the  altars  of 
Buddhist  temples.  Thus  .the  arrangement 
of  flowers  In  Japan  began  as  a  religious 
ceremony.  Succeeding  generations  studied 
the  art,'  forming  many  schools  of  flower 
arrangement,  each  with  its  cut  and  dried 
rules  but  adhering  to  the  same  principles 
of  design  — those  sound  principles  which 
have  made  Japane.se  floral  art  a  thlnp:  of 
beauty  to  artvsts  and  flower  lovers  every- 
where. 

In  Japane.se  .irrangement,  line  and  sil- 
houette receive  the  chief  emphasis.  The 
material  is  carefully  selected,  skillfully 
prci)ared  and  placed  with  a  meagre  econ- 
omy which  makes  every  leaf,  blossom,  bud 
and  s|em  an^  Inevitable  and  teUUii  part 
of  the  composition. 

Three  Lines  or  Elements 

EACH  arrangement  Is  built  on  a  trl: 
angular  skeleton,  the  thre^  main 
lines  or  stems  forming  a  triangle.  In 
order  to  achieve  this  re.sult,  the  dominant, 
or  "heaviin"  line  or  element  Is  arbitrarily 
ruled  \o  be  one  and  one-half  times  the 
height  of  a  tall  vase  or  one  and  one-half 
times  the  diameter  of  a  shallow  container. 
The  Secondary,  or  "man"  element  is  two- 
-  thirds  of  -ihe  length  of  the  "heaven"  line 
#ffd  the  tertiary,  or  "earth"  Une  Is  one- 
third  th'-  length- of  the  "heaven"  Uav 

The  tip  of  the  main  vertical  line  m  each 
grouping  is  c^^tred  over  the  spot  where 
Its  base  enters  the  water  in  the  container, 
because  this  assures  a  feeling  of  good  bal- 
ance. 

Since  all  Japane.-^e  flower  art  Is  con- 
strue ted  on  the  theory  of  uneven  or  asym- 
metrical balance,  the  number  of  branches 
xise6  used  is  always  "odd"  or  uneven,  and, 
though  irive,  seven,  nine  or  even  thirteen 
^r  more  stems  m4y  be  employed,  this  sub*  - 
i>ldiary  material  comes  within  the  three 
main  lines,  which  are  never  obscured  or 
confaebd  by  them. 

Th^  .«n-called  "rules."  which  provWc 
that  dark  colored  and  full-blown  flowers  . 
are  alwayi  placed  near  the  htm  of  a  com- 
position  while  bud.s  and  partially  opened 
blooms  occupy  positions  higher  up  and 
further  from  the  ^tre,  are  really  Just 
the  obvious  application  of  the  principle-^ 
of  balance  which  we  practice  so  carefully 
iMft  In  thli  covntcy.  Aa  umBCMMot 


with  dark  or  wide  open  blooms  lil^h  up 
and  far  from  the  centre,  while  buds  aiul 
small  material  are  u..< d  below,  appears 
tophcavy  and  badly  proportioned  aiid  is 
therefore  unpleasant  because  the  balance 
Is  not  good.  \ 

Owing  to  the  Oriental  emphasis  on  the 
rhythmic  lines,  cross  branches  and  flowers 
or  twi^s  hanpinp  down  on  the  under  siof 
of  any  of  the  main  lines  are  taboo.  These 
would  distract  the  eye  from  the  free,  flow- 
ing curves  of  the  three  main  elements  of 
the  composition. 

•  In  arrangements  employing  more  than 

one  group  of  cut  flowers,  each  group  Is  a 
perfect  triangular  arrangement  in  itself, 
combined  with  the  others  to  make  a  larger 
triangle, 

•Riiles  of  Symbolism 

SINCE  Japanese  floral  Ail  is  full  of 
religious  and  seculaMymboiism,  there 
are  many  curious  rules  governing  the 
flowers  which  may  be  used.  In  an  authen* 
tic  arruntjement. 

Plants  which  naturally  grow  together 
or  near  each  other  are  combined,  becau  e 
the  aim  of  the  Japanese  fli-ucr  artist  »;> 
always  to  reproduce  or  Interpret  nature. 
For  this  reason,  flowers  which  bloom  nat- 
urally at  the  same  season  are  preferred  to 
hothouse  material.  The  tips  of  all 
branches  in  a  composition  must  point  .up- 
ward as  they  would  if  .still  growing  In  the 
garden  or  wild.  Drooping  tips  would  sujj- 
gest  wilting  or  death  and  this  connotation 
is  undesirable  to  the  Oriental  mind. 

Tiiorny  or  poisoi,ous  plants  are  never 
selected  because  of  the  unpleasant  asso- 
ciations which  might  occur  to^the  mind 
of  any  who  view  the  arrangement.  In 
Japan.. a  floral  composition  ii  placed  In  a 
niche  In  the  room  in  whleh  guests  .are;  re- 
ceived, as  a  tribute  from  th«  host,  or  Is 
offered  as  a  gift. 

Certain  flowers  represent  specific  holi- 
days and  sea.'^ons  ju-st  as  they  do  with  us, 
but  to  a  greater  extent;  and  the  seasons^ 
of  the  year  are  further  indicated  by  the 
quantity  o?  wafer  In  the  container  oj"  by 
the  expanse  of  open  water  left  visible. 
^  Winter,  little  or  |to  WAter^»|>pdars, 
while  a  large  atea^is  used  in  i^inf  and 
early  Summer.         '      •  _ 

Just  as  the  three  m&in  elements  of  each 
irompcsltlon  symbolize  heaven,  man  and 
earth,  so  there  arr  ^x  flower  symbols. 
Strong  colored,  perfect  blossoms  are  con- 
sidered ma.scuime  ar.cl  pal*^^  colored  or  un- 
opened blossoms,  femmu^.  A  leaf  or 
bloasom'ii^  reverse  Li  femteine. 

The.v  are  but  a  very  f»'w  of  the  many 
symbols  used  by  the  Japanese  in  their 
nam  art,  but  they  will  Mm  to  give  a 
general  Idea  of  the  wny  In  which  each  leaf, 
stem,  and  flower  In  the  East  has  its  sym- 
bolic significance. 

Originally  all  Japanese  arraneement 
was  extremely  formal,  little  material 
being  wed.  Ittt  ftv  Heau  wfre  tiomig 


placed  at  the  wat^r  line  of  the  con- 
tainer and  clung  togettier  for  several 
inches  above  It,  without  the  relief  of  A 
leaf  or  blo.ssom.  Only  restrained  curves, 
extending  vertically,  were  permitted. 
Oradually  a  semi-formal  style  developed 
in, which  freer  curves  were  used  as  well 
as  more  plant  material,  and  finally  an  In- 
formal "way  with  flowers"  evolved  Which 
delighted  in  liorizontal  lines  for  which 
vines  or  spreading  branches  were  used. 
In  such  groupings,  will  I (  the  longest  line 
extends  horizontally,  the  heaven  element 
becomes  the  secondary  line  which  aspires 
upward  and  the  "man"  line,  extending 
horizontally,  becomes  dominant.  Here 
a(;ain  symbolism  Is  evident,  since  the  line 
ol  heaven  must  always  reach  up\^ard. 

In  the  group  of  contrasting  flowers 
often  placed  at  the  base  of  a  semi-formal 
or  Informal  Japanese  arrannemeiit  we 
;have  the  bull's-eye,  or  point  of  focal  inter- 
^5t  so  widely  used  In  arrangement  in 
Anicrica  today.  The  >jroup,  called  "Ne- 
Jihie, '  is  placed  a  httie  to  the  side  aiid  in 
froiit  of  the  banf  stems  of  the  rest  of 

the  composition  at  the  point  where  the.se 
eiiterxthe  water.  Usually  Nejlme  taices  the 
place  of  the  third,  or  earth  element,  but 
is  always  a  perfect  triancular  arrange- 
ment in\it6eif  though  it  be  composed  of 
but  a  slnWlis  gardenia  or  chrysanthemum 
with  foliaA'  and  a  bud. 

In  Moribana,  a  mure  mod  era  scliool  of 
Japanese  flower  art,  a  low  oblong  or  Oval 
disli  Is  usually  .selected.  In  this*  .sf^vcral 
groups  of  iris,  \laffodiis,  or  other  flowers 
or  plantt  are  priced.  Perhapi  a  gnarled 
evergreen  overhangs  a  pool  or  sandy  area. 
Moriban*  seeks  to  t^ruduce  a  natural  scene 
in  miniature.  The  material  Is  selected  Ac- 
cording to  th"  .seas()h  and  the  extent  of 
open  water  appearing  is  also  indicative  of 
the  time  of  year.  MossSor  turf  represents 
shore,  and  rocks  are  uMd  as  islands  or 
stepping  stnncs  ^ 

Holders  and  Stands 

THBRI  are  Japanese' e<mtalners  used 
fur  each  type  of  arrangetrient.  Tall, 
stralght-slded  or  bulging  vasekv  are  suit- 
kblc  for  formal,  semi-formal  an\l  Najeire 
groupings  Lower  Oriental  containers  are 
generally  selected  for  informal  composl- 
tloni  thovdgh  the  balmboo  Jars  with  several 
openings  are  popular  too,  as  are  wall 
vases  and  hanging'  baskets,  the  latter 
often  boat  shaped. 

Low,  open  dLshes.  with  or  Without  feet, 
are  used  for  Moribana. 

Containers  as  a  rule  are  neutral  in  color, 
f.f  wood,  pottery,  porcelain,  or  metal.  They 
are  designed  to  hold  and  enhance  the 
flowers  without  being  conspicuous  in 
them.selvc^. 

The  holders  employed  by  the  Japanese 
are  Ingenkms  ited  ttttique.  The.  metal 
needlepoint  with  heavy  baise  In  designed 
to  keep  even  heavy  shrub  branches  in 
lAaec.  Tu|(ttlar  lead  holders  are  used  for 
bulbous  plants.  Rocks  of  InteresMhp  color 
and  texture  often  cover  the  holder  in  a 
■hallow  eontalaer.

Directions  for  Making 
Bordeaux  Mixture 

BORDEAUX  mixture,  although  primarily 
a  fungicide  is  also  u.sed  as  a  control 
for  many  species  of  flea  beetlt  s  .nui  .s  une 
leaf  hoppers.  It  is  practh  .ill.\  ..Iw.i.ss  used 
as  the  basic  liquid  when  spraying  lor  Col- 
orado potato  beetle  Since  It  is  the  standard 
remedy  for  many  iiui)()rt.mt  potato  dls-- 
eases.  It  is  made  by  mixing  copp(*r  sul- 
phate (bluestone),  hydrated  lime  and 
water  togetlicr  in  the  followmi;  propor- 
tions; cojper  sulpiiate.  (finely  ground) 
four_pounds:  hydrated  lime,  slx'pounde, 
and  water,  forty  gallons. 

The  method  is  simplified  greatly  If 
itlnely  ground  copper  sulphate  and  hy- 
drated lime  are  ust^i  Aitrv  the  .spray  tank 
has  been  filled  with  water,  the  engine 
is  started  and  the  correct  amount  of  finely 
ground  copper  sulphate  gratiually  added, 
W<th  the  agitator  running,  the  line  pow- 
der will  be  thoroughly  dissolved  hi  five 
minutes.  Ill  the  meantime  the  hydrated 
lime  IS  placeil  m  a  larne  pail  and  slowly 
stirred  with  a  stick  while  sufficient  water 
Is  added  to  fill  the  contaiiuT.  .Mter  thor- 
oughly nii.Mnn,  tlie  iKiuid  is  tlieii  added 
gradually  to  the  now  di.ssolvcd  copper  sul- 
phate in  the  spray  fank,  while  the  rni-ine 
and  agitator  continue  to  run.  Tlu.^  pro- 
eeedini?  is  repeated  two  or  three  timae 
until  all  the  hydrated  lime  with  th£_fx- 
ception  of  the  Insoluble  torcign  matter  in 
the  bottom  of  the  paii,  has  been  eanried 
over  into  the  spray  macliine. 

Two  pounds  of  calcium  arMnate  are 
addi  d,  when  the  mixture  is  ready  to  apply. 
Wiiere  small  hand  sprayers  are  used,  the 
msthod  of  preparing  B«wd»awii  miMture  It- 
exactly  the  same  excei)t  that  the  agitation 
fcf  the  liquid  in  tlie  sprayer  will  have  to 
be  done  by  means  of  a  flat  stick  Ui  the 
Absence  of  an  engine  and  mechanical

A MONO  the  loveliest  uf  half-forgotten 
flowers  of  our  grundiiuitherii  day  is 
the  nicotiana.  Its  delicate  pt  itume.  wlncii 
Is  a  combination  i.l  ail  naiden  sweetness, 
is  one  of  the  Joys  of  Summer  ev.  iuiks 
when  the  charming  narrow -petaU  a  ilow- 
eis  Kicam  like  stars  against  a  bMkfround 
of ,  shrubbery.  -  . 

Nicotiana  Is  an  annual  which  comes  up 
€;Mh  year  from  seed  and  wiil  ^;i,,w  an}- 
wiiere.  In  sun  it  tJirives,  in  poor  soil  it 
flourishes  and  In  shade  it  blooms  frtcly. 
Some  of  the  old  .sorts  ate  open  only  in 
morning,  evening  or  on  sunless  days,  but 
recently  a  new  type  has  been  developed 
v,  hi(  h  remains  Qpen  all  day  fcgwdleii  of 
weather. 

Of  the  colors  of  nicotiana!  white  hat 

always  been  favorite,  j)o.s.siblv  Im  i',s  v.ilue 
at  dusk  and  for  the  accents  of  purity 
among  colored  flowers.  To  achieve  max- 
imum of  effectiveness  the  tall  sort.-,  (if 
nicotiana  are  planted  ni  clumps,  since  the 
slim  bloom-bearing  stems  are  almost  de- 
void of  foliage.  The  foliage,  however,  is 
attractive  in  Itself  with  its  long  slightly 
'  napped"  leaves  which  grow  thlckly.at  the 
base  of  the  jilanl  anri  add  a  touch  Of 
tropical  luxuriance  to  the  garden. 

Every  garden  will  benefit  from  t  plant* 
ing  of  nicotiana  for  its  fragrance,  beau'.y 
and  effectiveness.

its  own  sake,  but  (uiiy  as  a  part  of  the  gen- 
eral scheme.  When  ther-  is  a  hedRe,  a 
ma.w  of  shrubbery,  or  a  vine-i uvi  nd  fence 
for  a  background,  the  eye  IS  gratified,  for 
it  finds  what  it  iinc(jn.seiously  seeks,  a 
screen  against  which  to  view  the  flowers. 
The  walls  of  a  house  also  make  a  useful ' 
background,  with  one  riualilicatlnn  the 
flowers  should  not  be  of  the  .same  general 
color  as  the  wall.  Red  geraniums,  for  in- 
stance, are  InefTcctlve  aRain.st  a  red  brick 
wail,  and  white  .flowers  again.st  a  white, 
house. 

A  border  of  low  flowers  at  the  ba.se  of  a 
wall  seems  to  increase  its  apparent 
height,  while  at  the  same  time  the  transi- 
tion from  the  perpendicular  lines  of  the 
grass  will  be  made  more  giadual  and 
pleasing.

That 
ii  the  very  simple  way  in  which  the  race  of 
microbes  goea  on.  and  we  cannot  aay  that 
death'  happena  at  all. 

Wbr  Does  a  Fiddler  Rctin  Hit  low? 

IT  is  pretty  generally  known  that  a  fid- 
dler rubs  a  piece  of  resin  up  and  down 
the  strings  of  his  bow  from  tifne  to  time, 
i  his  is  to  make  the  bow-.string  do  Its  work. 
If  the  bow-string  were  left  untouched  It 
would  simply  slide  smoothly  up  and 'down

drying  it  in  warm  air  In  a  special  ma- 
chine. Thus  we  make  hay  when  the  sun 
does  not  shine. 

The  product,  dried  grass,  is  far  more 
nutritious  than  the  usual  hay,  retaining 
all  the  virtue  of  fress  grass.  It  is  greatly 
liked  by  animals  in  the  green  and  pleas- 
ant land  of  England  it  should  go  far  to 
solve  the  food  problem,  ever  grpwing  more 
Ufgent.

How  Aquatic  Birds  Keep  House 


By  ALsnu  M.  Bofniai' 

JOYCE  Kiimer'a  f amove  tree  that  "wore 
a  nest  of  robins  in  her  hair"  must 
have  been  a  cherry,  or  perhaps, a  mul- 
berry, since  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that 

the  robin  redbreast  famllv  prefer  tree- 
■   apartments  with  a  cafeteria  on  the  prem- 
ises! - 

There  are  many  bird.s.  however,  which 
do  not  build  "in  the  hair"  of  any  tree,  but  ' 
choose  rather  to  "set  up  hoasekceping"  on 
terra  flrma.  Aquatic  birds,  in  particular, 
have  thl.s  Rround-floor  complex:  and  thl.s 
seems  odd  in  view  of  their  abiding  pre- 
dilection for  water.  Yet.  after  all.  thia 
may  be  the  reason  tor  when  one  Is  a 
bird  and  has  paddled  around  in  water  all 
day.  good  earth  underfoot  does  feel  com- 
fortable; and  to  have  a  co.sy  nest,  within 
walking  distance  of  a  beach  or  branch  or 
brook,  Is  "ducky"  indeed! 

At  least,  the  mallards  and  tht  canvas- 
bark  ducks  .seem  ♦o  think  .so,  fnr  they 
build  their  nests  on  marshy  ground,  hid- 
den away  in  a  thicket  of  rushee  and  reMs. 
Mrs.  C-B  IXick  really  prefers  a  semi- 
floating  nestt>oat,  and  builds  a  deep  bas- 
ket-like affair  of  sticks  and  reeds,  anchor- 
ing It  In  a  clump  of  water-grown  plants; 
1  and  here  Master  Donald  and  little  .sister 
Daisy  can  swim  in  the  backyard  to  their 
'  hearts'  content 

Tlielr  first  cousin  land  an  '  urjy  duck- 
ling"), the  shy.  pied-billed,  bobbed-tailed 
grebe,  has  a  floating  palace  of  grass  and"^ 
reeds.  When  babv  Kiebcs  first  iravf  ti.e 
nest,  it  is  aboard  the  back  of  Uieir  father, 
or  mother,  bpt  they  soon  "take  to  water." 
as  does  every  dock. 

According  to  legendary  lore,  the  hal- 
cyon birds  (better  known  today  aa  klag- 
flahera)  were  aald  |o  buUd  Heatinc  htaU 
on  the  ocean  and  were  thought  to  "pos- 
sess mysterious  power  to  calm  tsoubled 
waters  during  the  neating  aeaaon"— hanee 
the  origin  of  the  term  "halcyon  daya.." . 
meaning  days  of  fair  weather. 

Apropos  of  other  aignificant  bird-terms, 
it  u  intereatlng  to  know  that  the  petrel, 
which  forms  its  nest  In  the  sand  in  local- 
ities adjoining  the  sea,  derives  its  name 
froa  a  Bible  character— Feler.  the  itpoe- 
tie  who  walked  on  the  waves,  for  thLs 
reason;  when  the  birds  are  in  pursuit  of 
food,  they  extend  their  wings  sl^d  appear 
to  walk  on  the  surface  of  the  water.  And 
in  direct  rontra-^t  tr)  the  fair-weather  hal- 
cyons, seamen  predict  "poor  sailing  wea- 
ther* When  the  water-walkara  laha  to  the 
air  and  circle  around  a  ship,  this  is  why 
the  birds  are  often  called  "stormy  petrels. "

The 
latter  pelican  folk  have  for  their  building 
site  fioatlng  islands  of  massed  driftwood 
and  vegetation  E.asily  disturbed,  the 
seemingly  ever-smiling  birds  will  desert 
-their  eggs  and  yoiing  on  the  slightest 
provocation,  despite  this  de.srrtion.  peli- 
can colonies  are  on  the  increase.  In  more 
recent  years  they  have  been  eet  apart  on 
Federal  wlld-Wrd  reservations  where  they 
can  build  nests  and  live  unmolested  lives. 

Another  bird  receiving  Government 
protection  is  the  common  tern,  a  graceful 
water  fowl  with  forked  but  feathery  tail 
and  needle-sharp  bill,  whose  "Home. 
Sweet  Home"  is  a  scooped-out.  saucer-like 
hole  In^the  .sand  on  .some  treasure  Island 
of  the  sea.  Noisy  and  restless  in  nature, 
they  have  gained  the  name  of  '*wlde- 
airake";  and  in  his  day  Audubon— the 
world's  greatest  bird  lover — described  a 
Visit  to  a  tern  rookery:  "Rising  in  swarms 
like  thoee  of 'bees  in  their  hives,  with  cries 
that  deafen  one  ...  I  felt  as  If  the  birds 
would  raise  me  from  the  ground,  so  thick 
were  they  all  around  and  ao  quick  the 
motion  of  their  wtaca." 

Among  the  feathered  architects  who 
build  more  imposing  nests  on  the  ground 
are  the  tong-legged  and  kmger-neeked 
flamingoes.  If  looking  on  during  the  build- 
ing process,  one  might  fancy  these  color- 
ful (rosy-pink)  creatures  were  making 
"mud  pies";  but  after  much  scraping  and 
patting  into  shape  with  bill  and  feet,  a 
loot-high  nest  is  formed  out  of  the

\VE  you  heard  the  legrnd  of  hOW 
these  blue-eyed  Oriental  bcautiea 
acquired  the  allfhi  knot  that  all  hate 
near  the  end  of  their  taila?  The  story  goes 
that  a  queen  of  ancient  times  waa  taking 
a  bath  and  Had  forgotten  to  remove  her 
rings  She  called  the  Siamr.  t-  i  slijiped 
the  rings  over  its  tail  and  tied  a  knot  in 
HHo  keep  the  ringa  from  falling  off.  Iver 
since  the  eata  have  had  knota  in  th^ 
tail.s 

Another  story  is  that  a  Buddiust  priest 
tied  a  knot  bi  a  cat's  tall  to  remind  hiOi  - 

of  something,  and  all  the  Siame.se  cats 
since  Uiat  day  have  carried  on  the  knot 
Idea: 

Tlie  Sanrd  .s  i::.(  ie  is  the  most  intel- 
ligent and  aflectionate  of  all  cats.  It  can 
be  taught  like  a  dog  ta«.do  tricks,  guard 
your  home  and  even  walk  from  ;l  It  ;ish. 
These  animals  originally  came  from  the 
royal  city  of  Bangkok,  Slam,  and  were 
flrsi  possessed  only  by  U\e  Royal  famiUea, 
so  they  ase  aon^etimes  called  "Palace 
Cats." 

The  seal  point  Siamese  has  a  cream- 
colored  bixly  of  short  hair,  with  legs,  tall 
and  ears  a  deep  brown.  The  head  is 
wedge-shaped.   There  are  more  legends 

told  of  this  specle.s  of  cat  than  about  any  

animal  that  1  know  of.  Ihe  eyes  are  a 
beautiful  sapphire  blue,  which  they  are 
-lupposed  to  have  acQuired  ou  thcu:  »^»y 
through  heaven.  The  eyes  do  not  change 
as  they  get  older,  but  at  night  they  look 
like  balls  of  f\re  They  are  truly  Orientals, 
lor  their  eyes  slant  toward  the  nose. 

There  la  a  raift  strain  that  haa  bina 
markings  instead  of  the  chocolate  broWBf 
but  it  is  not  common  in  this  country. 

To«  can  recognise  the  cry  of  the  IteiU- 
ese  from  that  of  any  other  cat  as  it  i.s  a 
little  weird,  which  becomes  more  so  when 
danger  is-  near.  They  seem  to^have  intui- 
tive powers  and  will  warn  you  much  the 
same  as  a  dog.  They  will  remember  yout 
friends'  facee  and  are  friendly  to  every- 
one. 

The  kittens  are  pure  white  at  birth  and 
you  may  feel  disappointed,  thinking  they 
will  nfver  i  hange.  However,  after  a  .short 
time  dark  smudges  will  begin  to  .show  up. 
and  ^oou  the  kittens  will  develop  the  2>ame 
markings  is  the  parents.  Their  hind  legs 
are  slightly  longer  than  the  front  ones 
and  they  have  the  grace  of  a  paiiUier  m 
every  movement.  They  are  great  Jumpers, 
but  have  a  keen  .scn.se  of  balance 

Many  of  this  breed  are  a  bii  .squint- 
eyed.   The  reason  given  for  this  is  that 
once  a  cat  was  set  to  watch  over  a  dead  , 
king  so  long  that  his  eyes  gut  tiicd  and 
he  squinted.  * 

These  cits  are  not  afraid  of  anything, 
and  are  excellent  for  catching  rats.  It  is 
daiaaed  when  two  are  eating  from  the' 
same  dish,  one  win  eat  but  half  the  food, 
even  thougii  he  has  had  first  chance  at 
it;  When  there  is  a  family,  the  kittens 
are  allowed  to  eat  tln-ir  lill  lu.,l,  next 
comes  tile  mother  and  the  fatlier  takes 
What  is  left.  I  do  not  know  whether  it 
Would  nlway-s  work  out  that  way  or  iiol» 
but  I  do  know  that  they  are  polite,  seem- 
ing never  to  forget  that  they  are  of  royal 
blood. 

The  Siamese  do  not  like  cold  weather 
and  will  'select  a  protected  box  for  a  bed' 
whenever  possible.  Often  you  Will  And 
one,  lying  flat  on  his  back  with  his  pawa  ' 
curled  up,  but  with  ohe  spring  he  can  be 
several  feet  away.
